THE GOVERNMENT MEASURE, 


Partiament has met. Sir Robert Peel and Lord John Russell 
have fully and clearly explained the events in which they have 
acted so conspicuous and important a part during the last two 
months. These explanations do not, however, reveal anything 
which will be new to our readers; nor do they afford any fresh 
grounds on which the precise measure contemplated by the 
government for the repeal of the Corn Laws can be surmised. 
From the tenour of the Royal speech, in as far as it, sepa- 
rately and apart from the general question of the Corn Laws, 
alludes to the necessity of making provision for the present scarcity 
and impending famine in Ireland, we infer that the Minister 
still adheres to his former intention of opening the ports, and 
| proposing some other means by which the dangers hanging 
over that unhappy country may be averted. And with respect 
to the proposal which the Minister will make for the perma- 
| nent settlement of the law, we believe it will differ little, if at 
all, from that which we have already indicated as his former 
lan. 

The explanations of all parties, as far as they have gone, 
leave little room for remark, after what we have written on 
the subject during the last six weeks, while the events have 
been passing; and if they did, the far more important question 
| which now demands the whole of the attention and energies of 
| ourselves and the friends of a peaceful and final settlement of 


position to criticise the past. Our busiuess is now with the 
future. The speech of Sir Robert Peel has not disappointed us. 
| The Right Hon. Bart. has frankly avowed an entire change of 
opinion. He remains at the helm of the State, but refuses to 
navigate it by “observations taken in 1842.” He defers to the 
inew light which argument, and above all, experience, have 
| thrown around these subjects; and that is not the least gratify- 
ing part of the Minister’s speech, in which he enters into a recital 
of his own observations of passing events, and the facts con- 
nected with our social, commercial, and economical condition, on 
which his new convictions have been formed, Whatever be the 
precise measure proposed by Sir Robert Peel on Tuesday next, 
we are now certain that it will at least contemplate the entire 
ultimate repeal of all protective laws. The old principle of pro- 
tection is for ever abandoned ; the new principle of free competition 
is embraced as the basis of all future legislation. 

It is, however, essential that the country should not under-estimate 
the difficulties which will be encountered before the intentions of the 
Minister can be hoped to be realised. By the concluding paragraph 
of Lord John Russell's letter addressed to her Majesty, we are led 
to infer that his support will be given to such a measure as Sir Robert 
Peel originally intended to propose, though in one respect it differed 
\from that which the noble lord would himself have proposed.

be “ immediate” or “ gradual,” we have already fully expressed our 
opinions. Lut suppose that it be so good a measure, that while the free 
trade party record their votes for an immediate repeal of the law, 
they will still support the plan of the Government, then we take it 
for granted that it will pass the House of Commons by a consider- 
able majority. But then comes its difficulty—a difficulty which, we 
regret to say, our observation during the last few days has ra- 
ther tended to magnify than diminish. Our fears that such 
a measureas the House of Commons will pass, will not be accepted 
by the House Lords, have rather increased than diminished. And, 
moreover, the grounds on which the determination of the Lords ap- 
pear to be based, are such as are not likely to be removed should 
even a greater majority in the Commons support the measure than is 
at present expected. Itis contended, that it would bea dangerous 
and unwise course for the House of Lords to place themselves in 
opposition to a large majority of the Llouse of Commons. ‘This is 
admitted—admitted frankly by many of the noble lords who are 
nevertheless determined to oppose this measure. For, say they, this 
Ilouse of Commons does not represent the country ; it was elected five 
years ago, on principles direetly the opposite of those on which it now 
seeks to act. It might be impolitic—it might be unwise for us to oppose 
a measure on this subject, which was really sanctioned by a large ma- 
Jority of the nation ; but we deny that such a decision of the present | 
parliament can be taken as a true exponent of public opinion. Dis- 
solve the parliament; let the people declare their opinions; and if 
a new parliament shall confirm the decision of the Government, it | 
will only then be just to expect us to yield our own opinions and | 
views, and adopt the decision of the House of Commons. 

In this we believe rests at this moment the chief, if not the only | 
difficulty which this great question will have to encounter. It rests 
with the country to be prepared for such an emergency, and to return, 
by the result of such an appeal to it, an answer which can leave | 
no room for the House of Lords to hesitate as to the course it will | 
pursue, We must, however, acknowledge that we shall view such 
an experiment with very considerable distrust. We do not hesitate 
to say, that we much doubt whether a new House of Commons could | 
be obtained in the present condition of the constituencies, and with 
the present amount of ignorance and prejudice, to say nothing of the 
influence which would be used in agricultural counties and boroughs, 
so likely to adopt the proposition of the Government as the present | 
one. We cannot overlook the fact, that many members for counties 
and boroughs, who at present would support the Minister from per- | 
sonal attachment and confidence in his talent and foresight, would | 
either not be returned in a new election, or would only be s0, | 
pledged to oppose any diminution to protection to agriculture. In such | 
a result, it is impossible not to foresee difficulties of the gravest 
and most serious description. 

In the meantime those difficulties can only be averted, or if they | 
occur, finally overcome, by all parties in the House of Commons who | 
are desirous to see a settlement of this question, expressing their 
opinions in the strongest and most united way; and by the public 
using every opportunity to disseminate ivformation, and every legiti- | 
mate means to increase the numbers of free trade voters. Let not 
the country be flattered into a feeling of too much confidence by the | 
gratifying exhibition of unanimity which is now shown among the | 
leaders of the two great parties in the state on this grave and im- | 
portant question. ‘Lhe struggle will still be severe. 











THE BENEFITS AND SAFETY OF FREE TRADE, 


Tre Queen's speech affirms a great principle, as tested by expe- 


rience, on which not only the benefits but the safety of free trade | | 


depend. Her Majesty said :— 


“T have had great satisfaction in giving my assent to the measures which 
you have presented to me, from time to time, calculated to extend com- 
merece, and to stimulate domestic skill and industry, by the repeal of pro- 
hibitory and the relaxation of protective duties, 


“ The prosperous state of the revenue, the increased demand for labour, 
and the general improvement which has taken place in the internal condi- 
tion of the country, are strong testimonics in favour of the course you have 
pursued, 


“I recommend you to take into your early consideration, whether the 
principles on which you have acted may not with advantage be yet more 
extensively applied, and whether it may not be in your power, after a care. 
ful review of the existing duties upon many articles, the produce or manu, 
facture of other countrier, to make such further reductions and remission, 
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as may tend to ensure the continuance of the great benefits to which I have | 
> and, by enlarging our comme reial intercourse, to strengthen the 
bonds of amity with Forcign Powers. 

“ Any measures which you may adept for effecting these great ohjects 
wil!, I am convineed, be accompanied by such precautions as shall prevent 
permanent loss to the revenue, or injurious results to any of the great inte- 
rests of the country.” 

The experiments in free trade which have been made during | 
the last twenty years, have bee2 so numerous, applied to articles 
so various in their source of produce and in their uses, but 
always attended with such uniform success, whether they be con- 
sidered in relation to the interests of the producers or consumers, 
or that of the revenue, that it cannot be a matter of surprise to 
find that experience has at length pointed to this as the great 
principle on which all future legislation shall be based. We have 
seen protection withdrawn from articles produced at home, and, 
contrary to the predictions which have ever been made as to the 
ruinous results, we have invariably found those interests progress 
in a manner unknown at any former period. We have seen high 
and protective duties reduced on articles produced abroad, and 
have as invariably found the consumption increase at a still 
greater rate, the revenue fully compensated in a short period, and 
in the meantime the general interests of all classes promoted by 
the increased trade to which in every way these changes have 
directly led. 

The experiments, too, which have been made with regard 
the effects of free trade, have now been sufficiently extended to 
all branches of our industry and commerce, to prove that it is 
a great general principle, equally applicable to all. Articies of 
home agricultural prodace—arti cles of domestic manufacture—and 
articles of colonial produc e, all of which have formerly been con- 
sidered to exist only in consequence of protection, have been 
submitted to free competition, not on aly wit hout injury to the 
special interests, but with absolute benefit. High and protective 
duties have been lowered or repealed, and the revenue has only 
benefited by the reduction. Our experience in these respects 
may now be said to be complete.

When Mr. Huskisson introduced 
duty on foreign wool was sipence per pound, and the quantity 
imported the previous year was 19,366,725 lbs, and the price 
of South Down fleeces was fourteenpence the pound. Under the 
influence of the lower duty the quantity imported gradually in- 
creased until it reached the enormous amount of 64,239,977 Ibs. 
in 1836, when the price of South Down ‘rol had increased 
eighteenpence the pound. Inthe meantime the growth of home 
wool had also considerably increased. The increased importa- 
tion of foreign wool, while it materially contributed to the pros- 
perity of our foreign commerce and our home _ industry, 
exercised no influence, in the slightest dé prejudicial to 
the home grower. On the contrary, the experience of 
the whole period has proved that the prices of home- 
grown wool has depended upon circumstances altogetl 
dependent of the quantity imported; for, in the years of the 
largest importations, the price of home-grown wool has been 
highest, while the smallest amount of importation has co-existed 
with the lowest prices. The experience since 1836 
supported these views even in a more remarkable and distinct 
manner. The years of depressed trade which immediately fol- 
lowed that of 1836, were accompanied by a gradual decline in the 
quantity of foreign wool imported, but in the face of that decline 
of foreign competition, the price of home-grown wool fell even 
more rapidly.

Sir Robert Peel in 1844, the quantity imported has 
yond any former precedent, ‘but the pric ce of that 
home has also improved. The facts conne cted wi 
measures affecting wool are so instructive, in proving how much

Nothing certainly could be more conclusive that the price of 
wool has depended upon some other principle of more powerful 
But if it 
be objected that wool, ‘being an article the raw material of our 
manufactures which are exported to a great extent, is an excep- 
tion to the general produce of the land, the whole of which is con- 
sumed at home, then we would refer to other articles of agricul- 
tural produce to which no such objection can be made—articles in 
respect to some of which changes have been made in the duties, 
and to others in which no such changes have taken place. 

By the tariff of 1842 the importation of live cattle was first per- 
mitted at a moderate duty. In the first entire year of the operantion 
of the law (1843) the quantity imported was very inconsiderable ; 
in 1844 it was somewhat greater, though still trifling ; but in 1845 
the quantity has increased very rapidly, the monthly importations, 
in several instances, being greater than these of the whole years

There is surely sufficient ‘evide nce in all these cases to prove 
that the prosperity of home agriculture is not dependent upon 
uy restriction or monopoly which it is in the power of the law to 
extend to it; but that, on the contrary, it flourishes best by the 
| adoption of those principles which extend general prosperity to 
the whole community. We have often endeavoured to show that 
| high prices cannot permanently be maintained by restricting 
| quantity, and particularly of articles of extensive use and common 
| necessity. Restricted quantity is restricted trade; restricted 
| trade is restricted employment; restricted employment is re- 

and restricted means of consump- 


{| stricted means of consumption; 
| tion is restricted demand. So that, ultimately, to whatever 
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extent quantity is restricted, demand will be reduced in the same 
proportion, and a reaction from the first high price is a neces- 
sary consequence. But, in such a case, a low price is a boon 
to no one, and an evil to the producer—it is the offspring of 
poverty and inability. High prices are only consistent with a 
| great demand and consumption ; but a great consumption is only 
possible by extensive means; extensive means are only to be 
| obtained by ample employment and trade, and that can only be 
the offspring of abundant supplies of what constitutes the base 
| of the one and the other. The highest permanent price can 
| only be obtained in this way; and, in such a case, while it is 
| beneficial to the producer, it is not detrimental to the consumer, 
| because the price, however high, is only consistent with his 
means of commanding the article, and can never rise beyond 
that. There is all the difference between a high price when the 
result of restricted supply, and when of increased demand. 
With regard to the effects of free competition upon our manu- 
facturing industry, it is impossible that a stronger case could be 
quoted than of our silk trade—a trade which at one period, it was 
stoutly contended and very generally believed, could not exist 
without a very stringent protection; and it was, no doubt, con- 
scientiously believed by many, when Mr Huskisson relaxed that 
protection, that the trade would leave the couutry altogether. 
Our space prevents us entering at large into the results of the 
predictions that were thus hazarded, 
| refer to the state of our trade when those dangerous relaxations 
| weve made, and at the present time. In 1825, prior to Mr Hus- 
| kisson’s change, the whole quantity of raw and thrown silk im- 
ported amounted to 2,880,458 lbs ; that quantity had increased in 
1844 to no less than 4,431,812 I! yme manu- 
factures being abandoned, and the supply being confined to our 
foreign rivals. But not only were we able to withstand the com- 
petition of foreign silks at home, but

ported in that year was 667,952/. Of this amount, only 125,327 
represented the exports to our colonies, hile 542,625/ represented 
our exports to foreign neutral countries. But what is perhaps 
the most surprising fact connected with this trade is, that of the 
latter sum no less than 148,222/ represents our exports of silk 
manufactures to France itself, from whose competition our manu-

facturers were to be inevitably ruined. France, therefore, now 
takes more silk manufactures from this country than all 

colonial possessions together. Tie free competition to which th 
silk trade was exposed, has, therefore, not only furnished the 
public at home with cheaper and better goods, but it has extended 


our 


those who now find in it a means of comfortable subsistence. 

With respect to articles of foreign and colonial production, on 
which the revenue is mainly dependent, the various experiments 
made during the last twenty-five years on the article of coffee, 
form a striking illustration of the truth of those principles, 
which have happily at length been recognised as those on which 
this country shall in future be governed. 

Numerous and large reductions have been made in those duties, 
but in every case the increased consumption has not only compen- 
sated the revenue, but ere long has materially increased it. In 824 
the duties chargeable on colonial, East India, and foreign coffee 
were respectively one shilling, one shilling and sixpence, and two 
shillings and sixpence per pound ; the consumption was then equal 
to 8.262.943 Ibs, and the revenue derived therefrom was 420,9 /. 
After numerous reductions the duties are now on colonial and ast 
India fourpence, and on foreign coffee, sixpence per pound. In 
1844, the consumption increased to 31,398,225 lbs, and the revenue 
to 682,218/. 

But if Sir Robert Peel had been governed only by his own expe- 
rience—by the result of measures introduced by himself since he has 
been minister, there is abundance of evidence of the truth of these 
doctrines to have confirmed him in the determination which he has 
taken. It will be remembered that early in the last session an elabo- 
rate expository statement of the imports and revenue from customs, 
for two years preceding the change in the tariff of 1842, compared 
with the two years succeeding that change, was presented to Parlia- 
ment. Notwithstanding the various reductions of duties, and some 
of them very important ones, which then took place, we find that even 
within that short period increased consumption and the general im- 
provement which took place in the state of the country fully com- 
pensated the Exchequer for the reductions then made. In that state- 
ment the entire articles of our trade were divided into five classes, 
and the following shows the comparison between the two periods in 
question :—

Surely the most timid and the most cautious can require no further 
cvidence than the history of the last twenty-five years furnishes of 
the safety of the course now proposed by Sir Robert Peel, or of the 
universal benefits which must result to all classes by the general 
adoption of principles which have been attended with such marked 
success in every instance in which they have been applied.

We, therefore—however appropriate, in 
other respects, is the opportunity afforded by the barbarous and 
cold-blooded imitations by the State, on Monday fortnight, of the 
horrid crime it professes to abhor—shall decline reiterating some 
4 our objections to the plan of increasing the sanctity of life 
li stroying it. We hope and believe that the time 
when the reform of penal laws will be under- 
taken on principles as comprehersive as the public now pro- 
poses to reform our commercial code; but this must be first 
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| achieved—for this the public is prepared—and it would rather 
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indicate a selfish attachment to an individual’s own convictions 
than an enlightened appreciation of public good, to divert at pre- 
seut any rivuiet of indignation from the unthinking legislation 
which starves the multitude, to the equaily unwarranted legisla- 
tion which throttles individuals. 

The conviction that commercial and penal legislation are closely 
connected makes it for us less difficult to pursue this course. 
Restrictions and penalties go hand in hand. Those could not 
be maintained without these; and it is possible, but for commercial 
restrictions, the present apparent necessity for numberless cruel 
penal laws would cease to exist. Who can tell how far a great 
abundance of subsistence,—an easy command of all the comforts 
of life, elevating the mass of the community in paysical enjoy- 
nent to the present level of the middle classes, amongst whom 
crimes of violence are extremely rare,—would promote, not 
merely the happiness, but the virtue—if these be not synonymous 
terms—of the community? Who can assure us that the con- 
viction in some minds of the necessity of hanging does not arise 
want of abundance, so provocative of misery and 
crime, which is now created by the law?

We, at least, as the zealous advocates of perfect 
commercial freedom, cannot fail to entertain many doubts as to the 
wisdom of any policy founded on the principle of imposing re- 
strictions and ordaining pains and penalties, as if there were not 
already evil enough in the world, and that the legislators must 
deliberately create more. 

It affords us, however, great satisfaction to observe, that the 
question of the inutility of capital punishments has now taken 
such hold of the public mind, that it is admirably advocated, where 
such an advocacy could scarcely be expected. Like the sad con- 
dition of the labouring classes, it has impressed itself so power- 
fully on public writers, that they are forced, as it were, to insist 
on improvement. Nor is it a less important consideration, tbat 
the impressions of those writers are rather instinctive than reflec- 
tive, and they are themselves, perhaps, scarcely conscious of the 
end to which their continued and incessant attacks on commercial, 
penal, and constitutional law, necessarily lead. What Adam 
Smith said of merchants may, with some trifling change in phrase- 
ology, be now applicd to the sentimental and witty writers of the 
day. As traders, while they pursue only their own interests, do 
enlarge the annual revenue of the country as much as they can 
so these writers, by consulting only their own gratification, do 
amazingly help forward the general improvement of opinion. 
They do not intend, perhaps, to bring about that distrust in 
public men, and in all past legislation, which their jibes 





or their graphic arts are helping forward; but they are 
led, as Adam Smith says merchants are led, by an_ in- 
visible hand to promote an object, which is no part of 


their intention. 





THE CORN LAWS AS A BUTTRESS FOR THE 
ARISTOCRACY. 
Titt a recent period the protectionists were accustomed to repre- 
sent the Corn Laws as essential to the welfare of the labouring 
classes. They continually described the point at issue as a 
labourer’s question. The laws, it was said, kept up the rate of 
wages. For several years the labouring classes, nettled by re- 
peated disputes with their masters, believed the assertion, and 
refused to co-operate with them to obtain the repeal of the laws. 
They believed that the League had no other object than to beat 
down wages, and they preferred, as they avowed, the supremacy 
of the landowner to the enrichment of the manufacturers. 
Latterly their own condition has impressed on them a different 
opinion, and they are now convinced, by experience, that dear 
food is another name for low wages. 


this point no longer credited even by the agricultural labourers; | 


their fallacies are detected; and they have changed their tactics. 
Having failed to delude the democracy, they now say the law 
must be preserved to keep down the very class for whose benefit 
they formerly pretended it was maintained. This important re- 
velation was published by all the morning papers of Tuesday 
week. 
At Willis’s rooms, on the previous day, the Duke of Richmond, 
discarding the stale pretences that Corn Laws secure national in- 
dependence, preserve equal prices, and extend the cultivation of 
our own soil, avowed that the Corn Laws must be maintained 
to prevent the extension of democratic opinions. His Grace said 
“the yeomanry of England and the agricultural interest of the 
empire stand between the advocates of Corn Law Repeal 
and the democratic principle which they wish to carry out.” His 
Grace regards the Corn Laws, then, as the bulwark of the aristo- 
cracy, and declares that the League attack them with the hope of 
gaining a triumph for the democracy. So the Corn Laws are 
maintained by the protectionists, according to the Duke of Rich- 
mond, to prevent democracy becoming predominant in the State. 
The public cannot be wholly unprepared for this avowal. In 
1827 the late Earl Grey regarded “standing by his order” as 
synonymous with preserving the Corn Laws. On several occa- 
sions, statesmen of different parties and various capacities have 
defended these laws as essential to the predominance of the aris- 
Sir Edward Knatchbull expressly described them as in- 
tended to maintain the station of the aristocracy and portion 
younger members of its families. In that passage of the Rev. Mr 
Leveson Harcourt’s speech at Chichester, which we quoted the 
week before last, he also described these laws as keeping up the 
dignity and power of the aristocracy. He said the laws added 
20 per cent to the income of the tithe-owner and landowner, and 
that they would not be able to maintain their station if this 
20 per cent were ‘taken away by the abolition of the laws. 
Thus we have a succession of testimony to the fact that the 
aristocracy maintain these laws to preserve their power and 
| enrich themselves. All which they have told us about benefiting 
the farmer and the labourer, who form part of the democracy,

they now contradict, and, in one emphatic sentence, declare that 
the people must be taxed and starved, in order to prevent them 
rising to an equality with the aristocracy. 

Sir Robert Peel has had a difficult task to preserve the Corn 
Laws so long, even before the selfishness of their advocates 
was avowed. At the head of one of the strongest govern- 
ments, in point of parliamentary support, that ever existed—a 
government, too, which possesses, to a very considerable extent, 
the confidence of all the influential classes—a government which 

| is considered necessary for the safety of the country by the com- 
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mercial as well as the landed, interest, and would find support 
though its measures were tyrannical and absurd—this govern- 
ment, animated by good will and composed of staunch friends to 
the agriculturists, now finds, and has found, it impossible to con- 
tinue the Corn Laws, It felt itself obliged, in the very high tide 
of its power in 1841-42, to concede a large alteration of the law, 
and a tariff which struck at the root of protection to agriculture, 
Every year since, it has, from necessity, made fresh concessions, 
not to clamour and faction—ihey were all on its own side—but 
tc reason and conviction. Against all authority in moral and 
political science were the Corn Laws made and maintained, and 
every time that a statesman opened his mouth to discuss any 
other commercial question, he blurted out something directly op- 
posed in principle to them. They are condemned, then, by 
statesmanship, philosophy, and justice. Hence the strong govern- 
ment was unable to maintain the Corn Laws unaltered. They are 
an attempt, as Lord Beaumont avows, to counteract the bene- 
volence and wisdom of Nature, and only failure is possible. To 
conquer nation after nation, and place the whole world under 
the yoke of one man, may be possible; but to conquer the sea- 
sons, to subdue the desires and appetites of men, and the inevi- 
table consequence of seasons and appetites, are beyond the power 
of conquerors or of parliaments. The strong government, there- 
fore, has failed; legislation since 1815, in respect to these laws, 
has been nothing but a continued failure, as repeated com- 
plaints, repeated committees of inquiry, and repeated alterations 
of the law, explicitly prove. According to the Duke of Rich- 
mond, however, the law is to be maintained, in spite of all these 
warnings, to keep down the democracy. By that declaration of 
his Grace any minister who may wish to preserve these laws, 
must find all the difficulties of his task immeasurably augment- 
ed. If even Sir Robert Peel tried, in spite of experience, 
to preserve the law as far as he could, in compliance with 
the demands of his party,—if he wishes to maintain the aris- 
tocracy,—this declaration by one of that body, must strengthen the 
League by the fiery zeal of the bulk of the democracy, and urge 
the whole Chartist body to aid in destroying the Corn Law as a 
means of overcoming the aristocracy. 

We cannot expect the Duke of Richmond and men of his class 
to be very observant of alterations in public opinion. Let us re- 
mind the aristocracy therefore of one remarkable fact. Within 
the memory of many persons living, nearly the whole of our litera- 
ture was embued with aristocratic opinions. Novels were then 
generally written with a view to inculcate respect and love for the 
aristocracy ; they are now written to raise the condition of the 
labouring classes. The bulk of the journals, daily, weekly, 
monthly, and quarterly, were Church and State. The democratic 
literature was mostly disreputable, and only escaped prosecution 
by skulking and creeping, so as rather to be hidden than seen and 
read. It was confined to what was called penny trash. -All the 
respectability of the press, nearly all its learning, nearly all its wit, 
were ranged on the side of the aristocracy and the hiesarchy. 
Now, the reverse is the case. The bulk of the journals of every 
class is for the repeal of the Corn Laws, and adverse to the pre- 
tensions of the aristocracy. The wit, the learning, and the respec- 
tability of literature are now on the side of the democracy. It is 
Anti-Church-and-State. The most popular of our present novels 
are anti-aristocratic. A great change then has taken place in the 
national mind. How far that may have been brought about by 
the obstinate adherence of the aristocracy to the Corn Laws, or 
the imbecility of mind shown in their defence, we cannot say ; but 
we can say, that it is in some measure a consequence of that 
dreadfui poverty and degradation of the multitude, particularly of 
the peasantry, continued through many years of peace, and great 
exaction, for which the aristocracy, with its Corn Laws, made 
itself responsible, and which it was bound to remove. 

With this change in the public mind, it seems something like 
madness in the aristocracy to proclaim their intention of preserv- 
ing the Corn Laws as a check on democracy. The people are 
now told by the Duke of Richmond that the aristocracy stands 
between them and plenty, and that they will get political power as 
well as food, by abolishing the Corn Laws. Did an exclusive cor- 
poration ever more openly invite the enmity of the masses, and 
urge them to destroy it?) The world is astounded at this moment 
by the almost incredible silliness of one Duke and the almost 
equal ignorance of another, and now comes a third Duke, who tells 
the people they must submit to be taxed and starved, in order to 
preserve the supremacy of the Dukes. The thing is impossible. 
The nation is full of ingenuity and skill; itis boiling over with 
courage and enterprise ; it teems with a godlike intellect, impa- 
tient even of the control of the material world; and it can no 
more be bound by the selfish rales of the Dukes of Norfolk, 
Buckingham, and Richmond, than the Niagara can be forced 
back by the mud-bank with which a child momentarily impedes 
the flow of a petty rivulet. Such a puissant nation cannot be 
governed by such men; and the retention of one fragment of 
the laws to maintain their supremacy, involves nothing less, 
sooner or later, than the convulsion of the empire. 








SIGN or THE TimFs.—At the annual meeting of the Darlington Farmers’ 
club we do not find a single allusion to the League or the corn laws.

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BANKRUPT AND INSOLVENT LAWS.—No. II. 
(Communicated.) 

Tue prevailing grievance in the existing laws of debtor and creditor 
is their not affording sufficient protection to the latter. As between 
trader and trader more particularly, where none but those affected 
with a degree of insanity can contend that credit can be dispensed 
with, what is the effect of the bankrupt laws, and how do they prac- 
tically operate? To enter upon this question with any advantage, 
the object and intention of those laws must first be considered and 
admitted. It may be presumed, we conceive, that their object, as far 
as the creditors are concerned, is to divide among them the property 
of the bankrupt in proportion to the amount of their respective 
claims, and to do this with as much dispatch and as little waste and 
expense as circumstances will permit: with respect to the bankrupt, 
to release him from his liabilities, and give him the opportunity of 
beginning the world again if he has acted honestly, and his conduct 
has not been marked by imprudence or extravagance, or stained by 
fraud: if the latter has been the case, to punish him according to 
his demerits, and, if necessary, to cut him off from the chance of re- 
peating his misconduct. ‘This proposition seems simple, but it has 
never been carried out in practice, First, as to the bankrupt: 
sympathy with misfortune, a feeling most honourable to human 
nature, has been extended and misdirected in his favour, till every 
fault short of actual crime, in its strictest legal sense, has 
been brought within its scope ; till the unfortunate have been tempted 
into error by the certainty of still finding that commiseration to 
which at one time they may have been entitled, but the right to which 
they have forfeited. Legislation cannot check or destroy this kindly 
feeling, and God forbid that it should have the power ; but good laws, 
duly administered, would direct it into the proper channel. They 
should hold out to the truly unfortunate a strong inducement to remain 
80, by making a marked distinction between their treatment, and 
that of the imprudent and extravagant, as well as that of the un- 
principled and fraudulent. Various circumstances, against some of 
which no human foresight can provide, may render a trader unable 
to meet his engagements without fault on his part. Inducesuch men 
to come forward at once and declare the state of their affairs, with- 
out sacrificing what is no longer their own in a struggle which is 
almost invariably useless—give them every encouragement to do so 
—let them receive an ample proportion of the proceeds of their 
estates to enable them to start afresh—give them, not a meve certifi- 
cate of having conformed to the bankrupt laws, but a testimonial of 
their good conduct and integrity, which they may show with pride to 
their children and their friends—let them understand that the dis- 

race is not in the fact of being a bankrupt, but in the course of deal- 
ing Which has led to it. Do this, and draw the line strictly, and 
more of our bankrupts would be the really unfortunate, more would 
be deserving of pity and assistance, more would make a good use of 
it when obtained. And how much would the creditors be benefited ! 

As individuals, they would receive a larger proportion of their debts ; 
as traders generally, they would feel the advantage of a higher stand- 
ard of commercial morality. Every bill discounted at a ruinous pre- 
mium, every lot of goods sold at a loss to meet a demand that cannot 
be evaded, is an injury to the creditor in both capacities: it dimin- 
ishes the fund from which his claims must eventually be met; asa 
member of the mercantile community he suffers from false and unfair 
competition, and from the depreciated value of his commodities. 

Every such encouragement should be held out, and great, we be- 
lieve, would be the effect produced ; men of unstained honesty, find- 
ing theinselves unable fairly to meet all demands upon them, would 
make themselves bankrupts, relying on their conduct and character ; 
and this is one great point to be gained. But this alone would not 
avail; it is not enough to reward those who do well; there must 
also be the fear of punishment. Many who will not be kept in the 
right path by the hope of the former, will be restrained from quitting 
it by the certainty of the latter. To produce a salutary effect in the 
case of bankrupts, this principle must be fully carried out ; insolvent 
traders must be taught that not only will they be severely dealt with 
for absolute crimes, but that every act of extravagance, every trans- 
action in the nature of reckless speculation, every improvident deal- 
ing with the property of themselves or their creditors, by which the 
latter are injured, is at their own peril, and that punishment propor- 
tioned to the wrong will surely follow. 

One good criterion in adjusting the punishment of bankrupts, whose 
conduct is not free from taint, would be the amount of dividend paid 
by their estates. This principle is ably developed in a little work by 
Mr J. I. Elliott, “Credit the Life of Commerce,” which contains a 
mass of information on the subject of the debtor and creditor laws, 
collected with great diligence and perseverance, and commented 
upon with much skill and vigour of intellect. We confess that, 
though we are unwilling to admit many of his conclusions, there are 
others that we find very difficult to combat, and would recommend 
the book to the careful perusal of all interested in the subject. 

-Of course this criterion cannot be infallible, or form a scale to be 
fixed and invariable in all cases. “Much must be left to the discre- 
tion of the judge, but as a general guide we think the principle 
good. We maintain that it can rarely, if ever, happen that a bona 
fide trader, confining his transactions within the fair limits of his 
business, can by any sudden calamity, or concurrence of calamities, 
find his resources at once so hetepel as not to be able to pay some 
reasonable dividend. Should such a case occur, the sufferer would, 
of course, come within our first class as an object of sympathy and 
regard, and not of punishment. Want of means to pay a fair divi- 
dend almost always arises from a reckless career of misconduct, or 
from the improper and frequently fraudulent transfer of property on 
the eve of bankruptcy, or, at any rate, after the trader can have 
no doubt of his being in an insolvent condition. We can conceive 
no case in which a érader can be justified in giving a bill of sale, a 
cognovit, or a warrant of attorney. If the doing so be not actually 
raudulent, the very necessity for it proves that it is high time for

divided; in the great majority of cases it shows that he ought to 
have done so long before; and our argument recurs that every 
encouragement should be held out to him to do so, with fear of 
the consequences if he do not. 

Thus much of the principles of law and practice which we would 
at present suggest for encouraging the honest debtor, and checking 
and punishing the guilty and improvident. We had intended to 
point out the difficulties under which creditors labour with regard 
to their debtors, both in making them bankrupts and after bank- 
ruptey, but we have reached our limits, and must leave this branch 
of the question for a future article. 





EFFECT OF A REPEAL OF THE CORN LAWS ON THE 
LABOURER. 
(To the Editor of the Economist.) 

Sir,—In the letter of Mr Righy Wason, inserted in the last number 
of the Economist, the question is brought forward as to the effect which 
a repeal of the corn laws would have on the"condition of the agricul- 
tural labourer. It may be well for us to bear in mind, in the first 
instance, what has been and is the condition of the agricultural la- 
bourer under the corn laws. We know well that under these laws 
they have been, as a whole, worse paid, and consequently worse fed, 
and clothed, and lodged, than any other class of the community. 
We have, therefore, no right to conclude that the corn laws have 
operated beneficially for them, or that their removal would be in- 
jurious to them. 

For many years past the preportion which agricultural labour bears 
to other kinds of labour in this country has been gradually, I might 
say rapidly, diminishing. But notwithstanding this change in the 
proportion between agricultural labour and other species of labour— 
the great diminusion of the proportion of agricultural labour, there is 
still, under present circumstances, a superabundance of agricultural 
labour. 

‘There is no reason to doubt that the first effect of a repeal of the 
corn laws would be to create a considerable demand for agricultural 
labour, in order to get the land of this country in that condition, and 
to keep it so, which would be necessary to enable the agriculturist 
successfully to compete with the foreigner. This state of things 
would be likely to last for some years, till agricultural improvements 
had made considerable progress, and the land had been properly re- 
claimed from its state of half cultivation. 

It is essential to the progress and advancement of society, that pro- 
duction of every description should be obtained at the least expense 
of labour. ‘This rule applies more especially to agriculture ; because 
on the abundance of agricultural produce, obtained by the labour of 
a comparatively small portion of the community, depends the abun- 
dance and variety of every other species of production. 

There seems no reason to doubt that this country, by skilful man- 
agement, might become an exporting, as well as an importing, country 
of agricultural produce. Holland was so once, with nota tithe of 
our advantages. But to effect this, agricultural labour must be skil- 
fully directed. As in manufactures, so in agriculture, the machines 
and instruments must be introduced which facilitate and abridge 
labour. Science and machinery must be applied to agriculture, in 
order to obtain a far greater produce, at a diminished cost. The pro- 
ductiveness of labour is the essential thing ; and this is to be effected 
only by its skilful direction. Under these circumstances it is more 
than probable that the extra demand for agricultural labour would 
become permanent. 

After all, the fate of the agricultural labourers is bound up with 
that of the whole labour of the community. This country is essen- 
tially a manufacturing and commercial country. If the manufactures 
and commerce of the country are in a flourishing condition, the 
whole labour of the community must flourish with it; and nothing 
can secure the flourishing condition of the manufactures and com- 
merce of the country, but perfect freedom in the production and ex- 
change of its commodities. With the whole markets of the world 
open to us, the demand for labour would be immense; and if there 
should be a superabundance of agricultural labourers, it would be eas 
for a portion of them to transfer their labour to other pursuits, which 
would have the effect of increasing the value of the labour of those 
who were left behind.— Yours, S. F.

ROYAL SPEECH. 
My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 

It gives me great satisfaction again to meet you in parliament, and to have 
the opportunity of recurring to your assistance and advice. 

I continue to receive from my allies, and from all other foreign powers, the 
strongest assurances of their desire to cultivate the most friendly relations with 
this country. 

I rejoice that, in concert with the Emperor of Russia, and through the success 
of our joint mediation, I have been enabled to adjust the differences which had 
long prevailed between the Ottoman Porte and the King of Persia, and had 
seriously endangered the tranquillity of the East. 

For several ye+rs a desolating and sanguinary warfare has afflicted the States 
of the Rio de la Plata. The commerce of all nations has been interrupted, and 
acts of barbarity have been committed unknown to the practice of civilised 
people. In conjunction with the King of the French, I am endeayouring to 
effect the pacification of those states. 

The convention concluded with France in the course of the last year, for the 
more effectual suppression of the slave trade, is about to be curried into imme- 
diate execution by the active co-operation of the two powers on the coast of

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It is my desire that the present union and the good understanding which so 
happily exists between us may always be employed to promote the interests of 
humanity, and to secure the peace of the world. 

I regret that the conflicting claims of Great Britain and the United States in 
respect to the territory on the North Western Coast of America, although they 
have been made the subject of repeated negociation, still remain unsettled. 

You may be assured that no effort, consistent with national honour, shall be 
wanting on my prt to bring this question to an early and peaceful termination. 

: GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

The estimates for the year will be laid before you at an early period. 

Although I am deeply sensible of the import ince of enforcing economy in all 
branches of the expenditure, yet I have been compelled, by a due regard to the 
exigencies of the publie service and to the state of our naval and military 
establishments, to propose some increase in the estimates which provide for their 
efficiency. 

My LorpDs AND GENTLEMEN, 

I have observed with deep regret the very frequent instances in which the 
crime of deliberate assassination has been of late committed in Ireland. It 
will be your duty to consider whether any measures can be deyised calculated 
to give increased protection to life, and to bring to justice the perpetrators of 
so dreadful a crime. 

I have to lament that, in consequence of a failure of the potato crop in 
several parts of the United Kingdom, there will be a deficient supply of an article 
of food which forms the chief subsistence of great numbers of my people. The 
disease by which the plant has been affected has prevailed to the greatest ex- 
tent in Ireland. 

I have adopted all such precautions as it was in my power to adopt for the 
purpose of alleviating the sufferings which may be caused by this calamity, and 
I shall confidently rely on your co-operation in devising such other mevsns 
for effecting the same benevolent purpose as may require the sanction of thi 
legislature. 

I have had great satisfaction in giving my assent to the measures which you 
have presented to me from time to time, calculated to extend commerce, and to 
stimulate domestic skill and industry, by the repeal of prohibitory and the re- 
laxation of protective duties 

The prosperous state of the revenue, the increased demand for |: bour, and the 
general improvement which has taken place in the internal condition of the 
country, are strong testimonies in favour of the course you have pursued. 

I recommend you to take into your early consideration, whether the principles 
on which you have acted may not with advantage be yet more extensively ap- 
plied, and whether it may not be in your power, after a careful review of the ex- 
isting duties upon many articles, the produce or manufacture of other countries, 
to make such further reductions and remissions as may tend to ensure the con 
tinuance of the great benefits to which I have adverted, and, by enlarging our

Any mesures which you may adopt for effecting these great objects will, I 
am convinced, be accompanied by such prec’utions as shall prevent permanent 
loss to the revenue, or injurious results to any of the great interests of the 
count ry.

It was attended by Prince Albert, 
the Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Buccleuch, the Earl of Haddington, the Duke 
of Wellington, Sir R. Peel, the Earl of Aberdeen, Sir J. Graham, Mr Gladstone, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Earl of Ellenborough, the Earl of Ripon, 
Lord G. Somerset, the E«rl of Dalhousie, the Earl St Germans, Mr Sidney 
Herbert, the Lord Steward, the Lord Chamberlain, the Master of the Horse, and 
the Groom of the Stole to Prince Albert. The Queen was pleased to declare the 
Duke of Buccleuch Lord President of the Council, and his grace took his place 
at the board accordingly. Her Majesty having been plessed to deliver the 
custody of the Privy Seal to the Earl of Haddington, the oath was administered 
to him, and the noble earl took his place at the board. The Queen having been 
pleased to appoint the Earl of Harewood Lord Lieutenant of the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, his lordship took the appointed oaths. Her Majesty having been 
pleased to appoint the Earl of Verulam Lord Lieutenant of Hertfordshire, the 
noble earl also took the appointed oaths. 

PARLIAMENTARY ENTERTAINMENTS, — On Wednesday evening the customary 
entertainments, prior to the opening of parliament, were given by the Duke of 
Wellington and Sir Robert Peel, as leaders of the existing Ministry, at their 
respective residences, Apsley house and Whitehall gardens. Sir R. Veel’s party 
included forty-one members of the House cf Commons. The guests at both the 
entertainments were either in full dress or uniform, and after dinner her Ma- 
jesty’s speech, as decided upon for the opening of parliament on Thursday, was 
read by the respective hosts. 

Lorp Joun RvsseLi also gave a grand banquet to a numerous party of his 
supporters at his residence in Chesham place. The circle included Viscount 
| Palmerston, Sir J. C. Hobhouse, Lord M. Hill, Mr Macaulay, Mr E. Ellice, Mr 
H. Labouchere, Lord Seymour, Sir G. Gray, Hon. Col. Anson, Mr Ward, Mr 
Ord, Mr B. Hawes, Mr V. Smith, Mr C. Wood, Mr Tufnell, Admiral Dundas, 
and Mr A. Rutherfurd. 

OPENING (F PARLIAMENT.—On Thursday her Majesty went in state from 
Buckingham Palace to the House of Peers, to deliver the usual royal speech at 
the commencement of the session of Parliament. The weather was r.ither un- 
propitious in the niorning, but notwithstanding the intended route by the Horse 
Guards was early crowded by people. By one o’clock the crowd had much in- 
creased. About half-past one the royal procession made its appearance at the 
gates of Buckingham Palace ; the weather then began to clear up, and the royal 
party had good weather. Amidst the rushing and crowd a person at the corner 
of Bridge street having clled out “ No Monopoly,” her Majesty at the moment 
turned her head, and, bowing, smiled. The little incident was instantly noticed, 
and hundreds of voices simultaneously united in the shout “God save the 
Queen.” Her Majesty looked in good health. Trince Albert was habited in a 
field-marshal’s uniform, and wore the collars of the Order of the Garter and the 
Golden Fleece. In the state carriage along with her Majesty and Prince 
Albert were the Duchess of Buccleuch, the lady in wsiting, and the Earl of 
Jersey, the master of the horse. At about a quarter past two her Majesty 
alighted, and having been robed proceeded to the throne (Prince Albert occu- 
pying the chair of state on her left). Her Majesty delivered the royal speech. 
There was a very large attendance—indeed rarely has there becn an occasion of 
the kind when there was so full an attendance. Her Majesty having concluded 
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her address, quitted the house with the same state as she entered. The nu- 
merous assemblage then separated: and their lordships adjourned. Her Ma- 


jesty was received with loud and enthusiastic cheering by the populace, and 
along the line of road to the palace.

Apprrss To T. S. Duncomne, Esq, M.P.—A public soiree was given on 
Wednesday evening, at the Freemasons’ tavern, for the purpose of presenting to 
Mr Duncombe, on the part of the working classes of London, an address ex- 
pressive of their high approval of his public conduct. There were about 350 
persons present to partake of the preliminary tea and coffee. On the removal 
of the cloth the public was admitted, and the large room, which holds 2,800 
persons, was speedily crowded with an audience, composed of both sexes, in 
about equal proportions. Mr Wakley, M.P., having been called to the chair, 
read letters from Messrs Dickens, Jerrold, and Mazzini, excusing themselves 
from attendance on an occasion in which they took great interest, on the ground 
of other engagements imperatively demanding their presence elsewhere. Mr 
Wakley, in his character of chairman, passed a high eulogium on the public 
conduct of his hon. colleague, after which Mr Dunning read the address to Mr 
Duncombe. Mr Duncombe acknowledged the address. The princip 1 toasts 
were “ The People,” “ The Charter,” “ The men of intellect and of heart, Charles 
Dickens, Douglas Jerrold, Eugene Sue, Thomas Cooper, and others,” &c. &c. 
Various speakers spoke to the different subjects, and Mr F. O'Connor also spoke. 
The vast assembly did not break up till half-past eleven. 

CALLING OvUT THE Minitr1a.—A crowded meeting of the working classes was 
held on Monday night at the Assembly rooms, Webber street, Blackfriars’ road, 
for the purpose of agreeing to resolutions and a petition—the latter to the House 
of Commons, against the calling-out of the militia. Mr Feargus O’Connor was 
present. Mr John Gathard in the chair. The gist of the resolutions and peti- 
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tion, which were moved and seconded by Messrs Clarke, Feargus O'Connor 
Cooper (the Chartist poet), Doyle, Ridley, Wheeler, M‘Grath, and Knight, was, 
that the alleged circumstances for calling out the militia, in the opinion of the 
meeting, did not exist at the present time; that it had a tendency to press un- 
duly on the working classes (who would find it difficult to get substitutes); that 
it tended to draw them away from their peaceful avocations ; and that not being 
represented in parliament, it would be hard to call upon them to serve as sol- 
diere. The sense of the meeting, the spirit of the resolutions and petition, and 
the sentiments of the speakers, were averse to a war with the United States of 
America; and in accordance with Mr Cooper (who is now averse to physical 
force) that the difference might be much better settled by “arbitration.” The 
resolutions and petition were carried unanimously, and it was agreed that the 
latter should be entrusted to Mr T. S. Duncombe, M.P., for presentation to the 
House of Commons. 

Price oF Breav.— The price of bread in the east end of the metropolis hos | 
within the last two or three days, been raised from 8d to 94d for the best, and 
from 8d to 8}d per four pound loaf of an inferior quality. On the Surrey side 
of the river the price remains as before, viz.— best 94d, second do. 8d; some is 
sold as high as 10d. In the neighbourhood of Chelse« and Brompton the price 
of bread is,'with very few exceptions, 10d. According to the present price of 
bread, it is nearly twice «s dear as it was this time last year. 

New CHURCHES IN THE METROPOLIS.— There sre no fewer than twelve new 
churches building in various parts of the metropolis, some of them of consider- 
able architectural beauty. ‘Ihe Catholics have been no less busy in increasing 
their religious edifices, schools, convents, &. Large chapels have been erected 
at Bermondsey, Chelsea, St John's wood, Deptford, Woolwich, and Westminster, 
during the list five years. The huge cathedral in St George's fields is nearly 
finished, and a new Catholic church in the Commercial road East, is to be 
erected. The ground has «already been marked out. The various sects of Dis- 
senters have also increased the number of their ch pels, and others are building 
in various parts of the capital, while their schools are multiplying in ull 
directions.

MOVEMENTS OF THE WEEK. 


WESTMINSTER. — On Tuesd#y a large and most respectable meeting of electors 
and inh: bitants was held at the Crown and Anchor, to petition against the corn 
laws. ‘The feeling against all compromise was loudly expressed ; and no p1s- 
sages in the speeches were so loudly cheered as those which threatened the 
landholders with a demand for more sweeping changes, if the total and uncon- 
ditional repeal of the corn laws were not at once granted. There was a large 
number of members of parliament present. Amongst them were Dr Bowring, 
Hon. Mr Bouverie, Mr M. Gibson, Colonel Evans, and Sir C. Napier. The 
chairman (Mr Elphinstone, M.P.) read letters of apology for non-attendance 
from Mr Leader and C ptain Rous. Letters had also been received from Lord 
R. Grosvenor, Mr Ewart, Mr Lb. Hawes, Sir W. Clay, and Colonel Thompson, 
all expressing a regret that they could not attend. The speakers were the 
chairman, Sir de Lacy Evans, Sir C. Napier, the Hon. Mr Bouverie, Dr Bowring, 
and Mr G. Thompson. 

MARKYLEBONE.—A very numerous meeting of the friends of free trade, in this 
important parish, was also held on the same evening. The purpose was, consi- 
dering the present position of the corn laws, and adopting measures for the 
registration of free trade voters. Joseph Hume, Esq. M.V., presided. 

MEETING IN WILLIS’s Rooms.—On Wednesday evening, Mr Gurney, of Roch 
Vale, Devon, having called a public meeting, and invited discussion, the large 
room at Willis’s was half-filled with a respectable audience at the hour ap- 
pointed. Mr Gurney then mounted the platform, and delivered, in a most con- 
ciliatory and gentlemanly tone, the old arguments in favour of protection. They 
were cleverly :rranged, and patiently listened to, but rebutted by Mr G. 
Thompson with all his usual spirit. A Mr Davy, from Devonshire, having given a 
deplorable account of the agricultural labourers, an individual demanded a 
hearing as a working man of England. After obtaining a hearing, he pro- 


ceeded quietly with his speech, which was more loudly chcered than any speech | 


of the evening. He pronounced himself an Irishman, and said, if agricultural 
protection was necessary, why were the people of Ireland, who were protected 
equally with those of England, the most wretched on the earth? Aftera 
very effective speech from this working man, the question was put, when only six 


hands were held up for protection, and on the other question being put, the | 


meeting rose and gave “ three cheers for the League and Free Trade.’ 

Mr CosppeEn At NORWICH. 
Free Trade Association took place at St Andrew hall, in that town. The pecu- 
liar feature of interest attending the affair was the fact that Mr Wodehouse, M.P., 
had pledged himself to attend the meeting and oppose Mr Cobden. ‘The result 
was as might have been expected. So far as argument went, the scene was one 
of brilliant triumph on one side, and humiliating defeat on the other; and the 
meeting was a fair jury for free trade to appeal to. Among the audience there 
were a considerable number of farmers from the neighbourhood. John Beck, 
Esq., the mayor, took the chair, and briefly introduced the honourable member 
for Stockport. Mr Cobden then addressed the meeting at great length, in a bril- 
liant speech, which called forth the repeated plaudits of his hearers. The sub- 
stance of his address was to show the injurious effect of protection to agriculture 
upon that class engaged in it—more especially the tenant farmers and labourers, 
and Mr C. handled the subject in a telling, discriminating, and yet good hu- 
moured manner.

Fata. ACCIDENT oN THE SouTH EASTERN RAILWAY. —An accident occurred 








on the South Eastern railway, about one o'clock on Tuesday morning. As the 
goods’ train, which leaves Dover at eight p.m., was passing over one of the 
occupation bridges in the Medway valley, between the Tunbridge wnd Penshurst 
station, a portion of the bridge on the south side fell in, and the engine, tender, 
and one of the waggons were precipitated among the ruins. Unfortun itely the 
engine driver survived ouly for a short period, but the stoker escaped with a 
few slight wounds. We understand that the cause of the accident was owing 
to the floods, which had risen to such an extraordinary height as to undermine 
the bridge. As an unavoidable consequence, the traffic on the line was impeded 
for a few hours; but arrangements were immediately set on foot to secure the 
north side of the bridge, so that the trains could pass over with safety and with

‘The second protested, for various reasons, against the enrol- 
ment of the militia; and the third was to the effect, “ That parliament be 
petitioned to authorise the insertion of a clause in all treaties with foreign 
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powers, binding the respective parties, in case of any dispute, to submit it to 
the arbiration of some neutral power.”

which characterise a just and liberal policy.” Petitions to both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, founded on these resolutions, were also adopted, to be presented by the 
Duke of Hamilton and Sir E. T. Colebrooke, M.P. Lord Belhaven moved the 
fi st resolution. One of the noticea! le features of the proceedings was a speech 
in favour of the pr:nciples of free trade by a working mun. 





IRELAND. 


REPEAL AssociatTion.—At the meeting of the Association, on Monday, Mr 
O'Connell said that, as it was very unlikely any important business would come 
before the House of Commons until Monday next, the Repeal members would 
not meet until Friday, at R diey’s hotel, instead of Conciliation hall. Mr John 
O'Connell, M.P., expressed his intention of going to parliament to vote in favour 
ofthe great principle th«t food should be made cheap; it was also his intention 
to urge an entire alteration in the Colleges act, snd the total repeal of the Be- 
quests act. Mr O'Connell addressed the meeting on various subjects, and the 
rent for the week was announced to be 367/ 33 2d. 





Forciqn and Colonial. 


The Belgian Minister of Public Works has reduced, by 75 per oent, the charge 
for the conveyance, per railway, of potatoes and corn to the markets of Liege 
and Verviers. This favour has been granted in order to meet the rise in the 
price of corn caused by the late increase of duty on Dutch produce. 

A letter from D’rague, which appears in the columns of the “ Prussian State 
Gazette,” announces that the export duties on Bohemian corn have been 
doubled. This increase, which will continue until the Ist of July, has been 
decreed, not because the government really dreaded a scarcity, but in conformity 
with the pressing entreaties of some of the most influential members of the no- 
bility. 

We hear from Stockholm, that the question of private banks has been dis- 
cussed in the council, and that the government has come to the resolution that 
a new charter shall not be given to any private b:nk which will not «gree, Ist, 
to just responsibility, aud 2d, to issue no note of leas value than 6 rix dollars 32 
schillings. 

THE ELBe.— The latest accounts state that the navigation of this river is so 
impeded by ice, that it is impossible for a vessel to get up to Hamburgh. 

EXPENCES OF Warn.—From March 4, 1789, to June 10, 1844, our government 
expended on the war department 663,433,851 doll. rs. The interest of this sum, 
at 6 per cent, would build Whitney's great railro d from the Lakes to the Paci- 
fic, of 2,500 miles in length, at 15,000 doilars per mile; and thus erect a high- 
way for the commerce and the communion of the fumily of nations, which 
should be reckoned in all coming time one of the greatest enterprises th.t ever 
blessed our race. In 1842, there were produced in the United States 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and 140,000,000 bushels of Indian corn, which, at 1 doll .r per 
bushel for the former, and 25 cents for the latter, were worth 135,000,000 dol- 
lars. Fifteen per cent, clear of the interest of the capital in land, implements, 
hired and personal labour, is a liberal estimate of the profit accruing to the wheat 
and corn growers. Then the profit of tnis grain would be 20,325,000 dollars. 
The appropriation for the army and navy, during the same year, was 20,150,501 
dollars. In other words, the army and navy ate up the whole harvest of wheat 
and corn throughout the union. Will not the hard working farmers think on 
this ?— Neva Scotian. 

DisORDERS IN BouEMIA.—Although a law of Bohemia ordera every family 
to lay in provisions of corn for one year, a scarcity is nevertheless dreaded, and 
the people have opposed the exportation of corn to Bavaria. Excesses have 
taken place on the frontier; bands of 100 to 200 men have surprised the ma- 
gazines and pillaged the corn. The Austrian government has sent to the spot 
a detachment of cavalry, and the Davari n government has sent eight gen- 
d.rmes to the frontier, to ensure respect for the national frontier. 

Tue Cavcasus.—The Frar/fort Journal c ntains a letter from St Peters- 
burgh of the 4th, which states that 25 prisoners of war, recently returned from 
the Caucasus to Tiflis, announce that the mountaineers are receiving succours 
from men of all countries, Mussulmans, Voles, Italians, English, and French, 
who furnish them with ammunition, or render them the services of architects, 
surgeons, and engineers, although they take no part in the contest, which the 


nation alone sustains. Three members of “ Young Italy” are among the 
number.

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STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK, 

A Farr quantity of wheat was brought forward by land carriage 
samples last Monday at Mark lane, from the near counties of Essex 
Kent, and Suffolk, but the fresh arrivals from Norfolk, Cambridge. 
shire, and Lincolnshire were limited. From the humidity and wet- 
ness of the morning, the samples generally were much out of con- 
dition, and this circumstance tended to increase the recent dulness, 
Dry parcels being, however, comparatively scarce, the millers gave 
about former terms for such, but all other sorts were 2s per quarter 
cheaper, with very few buyers, and thus some quantity of secondary 
qualities was left over unsold. ‘There was no change in the value of 
free foreign ; the stocks of such descriptions being reduced so very 
low, holders were not this week so alarmed and pressing to sell as 
the last, and the few sales effected were thus at full prices. There 
was a fair importation of foreign wheat, consisting of 8,661 qrs, 
whereot Brake supplied 1,020, Bremen 870, Genoa 1,400, Madeira 
223, Malta 1,116, Trieste 2,254, and coastwise 1,778 ; more than half 
has thus come from Southern ports, the shipments from the north 
of Europe having ceased for the season, and the future arrivals for a 
while will consist of cargoes by vessels kept out by contrary winds, 
There was rather more inquiry for bonded, not only for invest. 
ment but for exportation to Belgium: the high prices demanded 
checked business, and on the whole few transactions resulted 
from the increase of inquiries. Fine barley moved off slowly, 
without any material change in its value, whilst the com. 
mon runs were again about Is per quarter cheaper, and even 
then very dull. ‘The arrivals of English amounted to 6,198 
quarters, with 1,523 from Scotland, but only five quarters foreign, 
‘The supplies of oats have only been to a moderate extent, consisting 
of 4,060 qrs English, 171 Scotch, and, what is very surprising, no 
[rish, with 11,727 from continental ports, the latter going now mostly 
into bond, as importers under existing circumstances refuse to pay 
the duty of 5s per qr; thus the quantity offering free has not been 
up to the consumption for the past week or two, yet trade has been 
dull, and prices the turn in favour of the buyer. Beans were firm, 
and fully as dear, with a moderate sale, but peas were taken ver 
slowly, yet a stand to the decline on this article appears at last to be 
made. 

The arrivals of Irish wheat at Liverpool, on Tuesday, were very 
trifling, consisting of only 910 qrs, and there was a better attendance 
of country and town millers than latterly, who appeared to want the 
article, and the trade was rather more active, and the retrograde 
movement checked, no further decline having been submitted to; 
average, 54s 9d on 2,638 qrs. The imports of foreign wheat were 
good, amounting to 12,285 qrs from European ports ; a few cargoes 
of bonded were taken; superior Stettin and United States quality 
commanded 7s to 7s 6d per 70 lbs, and a cargo of Egyptian, out of 
condition, realised 5s per 70 lbs.

The deficiency in the crop of the Island of Cuba, which in 
regular years furnishes a greater proportion of the supply of Europe 
than any other colony, has turned out quite as large as stated in the 
early part of last year, but this great decrease has been compensated 
from other quarters, and the total importation of sugar into those 
markets which the above table enumerates has been larger than in 
1844. The United States, having an abundant crop of their own, 
have required but little of a foreign supply, and the produce of the 
English and French West India colonies, of the Brazils, Java, and 
Porto Rico, has been larger. In this country the price of sugar to 
the consumer was much lowered by the reduction of the duty, which 
took effect in March, and the deliveries in 1845 are nearly 5,000,000 
cwt against 4,140,000 cwt in 1844, showing an increase of about 





860,000 owt, or upwards ot 20 per cent. On the continent of Europe 
consumers were in a less favourable position. Notwithstanding the 
somewhat larger importation, the principal increase of which oc- 
curred in the latter part of the year, prices, in anticipation of a defi- 
ciency, were extremely high, and are, notwithstanding the consider- 
able fall which they have experienced, still essentially higher than at 
the same period in 1845, ‘The apparent consequence is a decrease in 
the consumption. The total deliveries from the six markets in 1845 
are 7,726,000 cwt against 7,156,000 cwt in 1844; increase upon the 
whole therefore, 570,000 cwt, or, taking into account the excess of 
860,000 cwt in this country, decrease on the continent 290,000 ewt. 

The total stocks of sugar at the end of last year do not materially 
differ from the average of the two preceding years, but are about 10 
per cent larger than in 1842. Of foreign alone there is about 10 per 
cent more than at the end of 1844; in 1843 the quantity on hand was 
larger, in 1842 less. 

‘Lhe duty-paid price of British plantation sugar is now 10 per cent 


lower than at the corresponding period of last year, the bonded | 


price about 15 per cent higher. Loreign sugar, though more than 25 
per cent lower than in September last, is still 10 to 12 per ceut dearer 
than at the beginning of last year. 

Of foreign free labour sugar only 80,000 cwt have been entered for 
home consumption in this country at the duty of 23s 4d per ewt; the 
measure of government in this respect appears therefore, thus far to 
have been a failure, but it must not be overlooked, that in 1845 fo- 
reign sugar was dear on the continent of Europe. 

The accounts of the crops which will furnish the supply of this year 
are upon the whole favourable, and we may again expect an increased 
importation into Europe. The British colonies, Java, and Porto Rico 
will furnish a larger supply, Llavana double the quantity of last year ; 
the Brazil crop is in some quarters stated to be deficient, an asser- 
tion which is not borne out by the quantities which have hitherto 
been brought to market. The North American crop is believed to 


yield 180,000 hhds against 200,000 hhds in 1845, being about 200,000 | 


cwt less. 


The prices of foreign sugar in our market have lately been almost | 


nominal; buyers for parcels could only be found at a further decline.

After deducting intermediate shipments and exports to other 
quarters, the total importation of coffee into the six principal Euro- 
pean marts, amounts to 2,865,000 ewt for the year 1845, against 
2,972,000 cwt in 1844, and 2,693,000 cwt Sin 1843. The difference 
arises from the supplies received in Holland from Java having been 
smaller by about 100,000 cwt; the other producing countries have in 
the aggregate furnished as much as in 1844. 

‘The total stocks appear, according to the annexed tables, somewhat 
lees than at the close of 1844 and 1843; but it ought to be observed 
that the second hand stock in Holland, which does not appear in 
them, is much larger than ever before at this time of the year ; since, 
besides the usual floating quantities, there are upwards of 300,000 
cwts arising from the speculative purchases made in May 1845 re- 
maining with the buyers. 

‘The value of foreign coffee is now 5 to 10 per cent higher than in 
1844 and 1843, and somewhat lower than in 1842. British colonial

In this country the deliveries for home consumption are about 
30,000 cwts in excess of 1844; but we observe that the total delivery 
from the six enumerated markets amounts only to 2,828,000 ewts, 
against 2,907,000 cwts in 1044. ‘lhis would tend toa belief that the 
consumption on the continent of Europe has been less thin in the 
preceding year, but the impossibility of ascertaining stocks in the 
interior renders it almost impossible to come to a correct conclusion 
on this subject, and the prevailing opinion appears to be that there 
has not been such a reduction us the above figures would show. 
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The prospects of the coffee trade depend, of course, upon stocks, 
imports, and demand, It has been shown that the stocks in Europe, 
including those in second hands in Holland, are larger than in 
previous years. It appears doubtful whether the imports of this 
year will be materially smaller than in 1844. 

The supply from Cuba and Porto Rico will again be less, but it 
formed already last year such an inconsiderable item in the total 
import that the deficiency cannot be material, and the increase from 
Laguayra will fully conipensate for it. The report of a great defi- 
ciency from the Brazils has been lately spread, but turns out to be 
unfounded. From Java a deficiency of 350,000 piculs, or upwards of 
400,000 cwts, in the coffee crops is confidently, and, it appears, offi- 
cially, asserted ; this would, if it actually turned out to be correct, 
bear heavily upon the total supply of the year 1846; but it should 
be remembered that the annual supply from that colony is not, as 
from alinost all others, regulated by the crops of the year, since 
there is always at the end of every season a considerable stock of 

roduce remaining; and many cargocs from Batavia are likewise 
still out, which would have arrived in 1845 if the departure of the 
ships from Holland had not been retarded by the unusually late 
opening of the navigation in the spring of 1845. 

Moderate prices, and the « xpectation of a further increased capa- 
bility to consume, both in this country and on the continent, we may 
hope will lead to aregular and satisfactory trade in coffee in the course 
of this year. 








TRADE IN GERMANY. 
(From John Berenberg, Gossler and Co., Hamburgh). 

The remaks we made about the trade of this place, and its position 
towards the interior of Germany, when we laid before our friends 
our last annual statement, have ina great measure been proved cor- 
rect by what the last year has brought about in relation to our trade. 
We have seen an increase in almost every branch of business. Im- 
ports of most articles exceeded, some of them considerably, those of 
the previous year, while the demand for export and consumption, 
which we seldom recollect to have seen better than in the first eight 
months of the past year, more than kept pace with the increased im- 
portations, thus silencing by facts those writers who wanted to force 
the Hanse ‘Towns into the Customs League, and mistook the gieater 
advantage of natural position, wealth und well understood combina- 
tions, to artificial efforts to force trade into other channels, less 
favoured by their position, and without the assistance of long-esta- 
blished markets, shackled by heavy and discriminating dutics, so 
foreign to the principles of tree trade, which have raised the Hanse 
Towns to what they are. Fruitless efforts have been made by some 
of the States constituting the Customs League to increase protec- 
tion upon cotton yarn and other manufactured goods, for which pur- 
pose a meeting of delegates of these coufederate States was held at 
Carlsruhe last summer, and we trust that similar measures will also 
in future be frustrated, as, while they would favour a few classes, 
they would be levied at the expence of the consuming community, 
and we fear rather impede improvement and give a blow to the 
exports of manufictures of Germany. As the wants of the raw 
material (cotton) increase, which they do anrually, our place will be 
fully able to furnish by direct importations, aud at no greater ex- 
pence than at Liverpool, any quantity wanted. That the same may 
become large is best proved by the annual imports of cotton yarn (in 
1845, 37,392 bales); but a gradual increase, not brought about by 
protection but perfection, is in our opinion most desirable. 

We have not had a deficient harvest in Germany, though in some 
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parts it has hardly proved an average one, nor are the complaints 
about the potatoe crop so general as in other countries. 








RUSSIAN MARKETS. 
(From Wilson and Co.'s Circular.) 

St PaTeRsBurRGH, 18th ©. s., 80th nm. s., Dec. 1845.—The season has been 
favourable for produce in the central aud south-eastern governments; but 
in the Baltic end south-we-tern crops Lave been very deficient. The prices 
of most of our exports are now highcrtlan at the same period last year, and 
will probably continue more or Je:s 6°, as our supplies will apparently be 
moderate. 

Corn.—The demand for wheat, rye, 2nd ryefluur, continued at advancing 
prices, and in Cctober some oats were take., partly for immediate export, 
and partly to lay up till spring, fcom 12} to 13 ro; and some rye from 19 to 
194 ro. Coutracts were also made for May and June next at 13 ro for oata, 
and 18} to 19ro for rye, with 7 aud 104 10 down, and at 27 to 28 re, with 104 
and 174 rodown, for wheat. The whole of the purchases for next season 
are, however, as yet inconsiderable, extending only to about 30.000 chets 
rye, 15.000 chets oate,and 3,000 chets wheat, and since the middle of last 
mouth the demand has ceased. In consequence of the failure of the crops 


all descriptions of corn, grits, meal and flour, duty free, over the Prussian 
frontier, is allowel until the Ist September next. 

Fiax.—In S ptember 115, 105,and 95 ro were paid for 12, 9, and 6-heade, 
andin the middle of October cousiderntle puch ses were made, to be laid

EASTERN COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Bomsay, Dec. 15, 1845.—For some days after the departure of the last 
overland mail there was but little alteration in the state of the market for 
British imports, but the scarcity of money, which had previously manifest- 
ed itself, then began to increase, and in a short time was so widely and 
generally felt ax to execcise a most prejudicial cffeet upon every branch of 
trade. The banks raised their rates of discount on private bitls to nine and. 
ten per cent for draughts at three and four months, and every description 
of pecuniary accommodation became most difficult to procure. Influenced 

by these circumstances, added to the desire to avail themselves of the 
| improved rate of exchange, many large holders of goods—particularly cotton 
manufactures—came into the market and pressed sales, by which means 
} some decline in prices took place on such transactions as they were alle to 
effect. The rate of exchange on England—which closed at 1s 114d for the 
| last mail, has risen to 2s to 2s O4d, and few purchasers of bills are now to be 
found even at this high figure. The extraordinary scarcity is attributed to 
the non-arrival of bullion from China in payment for opium shipped thither, 
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Lilis on this place and England having been sent round in lieu of the usual |

| supply of Sycee silver, and alxo to the payments of cash on account of the 
| heavy arrivals of opium from Malwa, pressed forward at an uuusually early 
| period, in consequence of the late act for increasing the duty 100 rupees per 
chest. 

EASTERN PRODUCE. 

Corton.—The transactions in this staple since our last have been very 
limited, and principally for exportation to China, prices, though somewhat 
reduced, being still too high, in the present state of the money market, to in- 
duce shipments to any extent to Great Britain. No very material decline 
can be expected in the present ratcs, inasmuch as it is known that the next 
crop will prove a short one. 

Woo1.—Some changes will be noticed in our quotations, but these are 
rather attributable to valuableness of the qualities at market than to any actual 
fall in the value of the article. The present stock is not great, there being 
no eutel available, and not more in all than 500 or 600 candies of the other 
deseription. 

Corrre.— Malabar is about half a rupee per mannd cheaper than before. 

Gums.—Animi has risen to the exteut of about 5r per ewt 3 while Oliba- 
num and Arabic are without change. 
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Hemp.—There has been a general decline in the prices of this article.

S1.K.—All varieties, save Bengal, are cheaper than before. 

Freicguts.— There have been numerous arrivals within the last week, and 
the demand for tonnage being extremely limited, a further reduction has 
taken place in the rates of freight to Great Britain, which may now be 
quoted at 31 to London, and 2/ 17s 6d to 32 to Liverpool. There is no vessel 
oading for the Clyde. Wemay quote freight to China at 15r per eandy— 
the same as on the de; arture of the last mail. 








RIO DE JANEIRO MARKETS, 


WE have advices to the 6:h of December, from Rio de Janeiro, by the 
Crane packet. The sudden departure of that packet, without the 
usual established notice of forty-eight hours, (that notice having been 
only ten hours,) prevented the despatch of such full intelligence as 
we usually receive. ‘The following is an extract from our despatch 
of the 6th:— 

* Business is very dull. Imports last month excessive. The 
exchange has declined by reason of unfavourable accounts of pro- 
duce received, per Express, from 264 to 254, and closes to-day at 
254 tof on London. Coffee is sustained by large purchases for the 
United States, which country is our mainstay for this article.” 

“ River Plate.—Everything in statu quo, aud I fear Ousley’s orders 
are insufficient.”’ 

Rio de Janeiro, 5th Dee. 1845. 

Since our last circular of 10th ultimo, the exchange, after maintaining itself 
steady at 264 till the 22nd, suddenly dropped to 264, 60 and 90 d.-st., and 26 d., 
considerable transactions having been effected at both these rates, principally at 
the latter, up to the beginning of the month, when, owing to the unfavourable 
accounts of our produce in the European markets, it further declined, and busi- 
ness has since been done at 26, 259, and 254, chiefly at 253. The amount of 
bills negociated since our last we estimate at 180,000/. 

The shipments in November were 98,519 bags of coffee (against 140,669 in 
November 1844); 1,675 cases, 2,272 barrels, and 30 bags sugar; 11,993 hides; 
10,070 ox horns ; 645 pipes rum; 432 rolls tobacco ; 799 bags rice; 370 barrels 
tapioca; 1,461 plank< jacaranda. 

Corree.—Since our last this article has continued in brisk demand for the 
United States, the greater portion of the sales huving been effected for that quar- 
ter. Prices, with the concomitant fall in the exchange, have advanced to our 
present quotations. The shipments last month were apparently small, com- 
pared to those in the same period last year, but this was chiefly owing to the 
rainy weather which prevailed during the latter part of the month having inter- 
rupted them. We estimate that about 40,000 bags of last month’s sales will 
pass over to this month's shipments. The sales in November «mount to about 

20,000 bags, this month to 38,000. The stock is reduced to 15,000 bags. The 
supplies continue to come fuirly to market. 

The clearances in November were 55,399 bogs to the United States (against 
57,006 in the same period last year); 614 to Antwerp; 3,877 bags and 778 
barrels for the English Channel and England; 9,015 bags and 12 barrels for 
Trieste ; 18,326 bags and 324 barrels for the rest of the Mediterranean; 1,931 
bags and 14 barrels for Portugal; 10 bags for the River Plate; in all $9,172 
bags and 1,128 barrels. 

SuGAR.— About 2,800 eases have arrived, of which 2,000 yesterday and to- 
day. The sales since our last amount to about 800 cases, principally for Portu- 
gal, at 3 milrees 000 reis, and 2 mils. 100 reis. The stock on hand is confined 
to the last arrivals, which at present are under inspection. 

Hiprs.—This article is rather dull. The arrivals since our last amount to 
about 31,500, and the sales to 20,000 hides mixed, at 206 and 205 rs. 
on hand consists of 23,000 Rio Grande and 3,000 River Plate hides. 

Stock.--Since the close of transfers on the 15th ultimo there 
scarcely anything doing. The price continues unaltered at 764.

SuGAR—British Plantation.— The trade bought largely in the beginning of the 
week, but to-day less confidence was evinced, much uncertainty existing as to 
the future intentions of the legislature with regard to the alteration in the duty 
of foreign. On Tuesday and the following day a steady demand prevailed both 
by the grocers and refiners; and there being a very moderate show of sugar, 
importers obtained 6d advance for the low and middling quilities. 100 casks 
Barbadoes went rather dearer; low to fine yellow 49s to 548. Privately low 
and middling grey refining kinds have been selling at 46s to 48s 6d; middling 
yellow 48s 6d to 49s 6d. The transactions up to-day reached 1,100 casks. There 
is now a very indifferent assortment on show. 

Mauritius.—Supplies continue to arrive freely ; the demand, however, is good. 
At auction on Tuesday 7,850 bags, 35 casks, were nearly all sold, at prices 
occasionally 6d lower, particularly for good and fine descriptions, at 51s to 53s 
6d; low to mid yellow brought 46s 6d to 50s; low to good mid grey, 45s 6d to 
49s; good and fine brown, 43s 6d to 45s 6d. Privately a fair amount of busi- 
ness has been done. 

Bengal.-— Notwithstanding the large quantity offered at public sale, a good 
demand has existed by the trade, and the greater part of 11,900 bags brought for- 
werd on Tuesday found buyers ; white kinds were in some instances 6d lower ;

Foreign free labour descriptions sre also in limited request, 
and, with the exception of (00 baskets certificated at 47s to 54s 6d for re- 
fining, nothing doing. 

Refined.—More inquiry has existed by the home trade, and a steady business 
is doing at the rates of last week. The supply of goods continues moderate. 
Brown grocery lumps are bringing 63s, brown tittlers 63s to 63s 6d, lumps to 
pass the standard 64s to 64s 6d, crushed lumps 628; bastards and picces remain 
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without alteration, and a moderate demand exists. In treacle a fair busines* 
has been done at 228 6d to 24s 6d, and West India 21s to 21s 6d per ewt. 
Bonded goods are firm but not very active. A few sales have been made in 
Dutch crushed at 31s 6d to 338; English firm at 33s 9d to 34s. Loaves have 
sold to a limited extent ; Hambro, 10lbs, 358 6d per cwt.

MARKETS OF THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 

BrapForp, Thursday, Jan. 22.—The demand for combing wool still continues 
languid, and the consumers bare of stock; yet the prices sought act as a 
barrier to an animated business. Noils and brokes are in good request, and 
last week’s prices fully mantained. We regret that we cannot learn of the 
position of the spinners being improved, and while the present low prices 
continue no inerease in the quantity will be made; and we are sorry to add 
that the unemployed, arising from the large quantity of idle machinery, is 
now very considerable, and great distress prevails. There has both to-day 
and during the week been a full average business done, in the piece market, 
at prices similar to some weeks past. 

HvuppERSFIELD, Tuesday, Jan, 20.—We have had a very fair amount of 
business doing to-day, and have no doubt that as soon as the fiscal measures 
of the government are before the country, we shall have trade very steady 
for some time tocome. We of course anticipate the settlement of the corn 
question as one of the fiscal measures alluded to. 

Mancugstsr, Tuesday, Jan. 20.—Althongh no great amount of business 
has been done in our yarn market this week, prices are very firm, and, in 
some few cases, even a little higher than last week. For goods the demand 
is limited, and is expected to continue so until after the announcement of 
the ministerial policy in reference to the corn laws. Buyers have, in some 
few cases, supplied their wants on rather lower terms than last week, but 
generally prices are pretty well sustained.

There is like to be a great dearth in flax this year, until the produce 
of this season’s crop be brought to market, which caunot be until the mid- 
die of August or September next. 

LEICESTER.—The demand generally is still flat—if anything flatter than 
last week; and this, partly from the uncertainty that yet prevails, as 
to what will be the Ministerial proposition regarding the corn laws.

FOREIGN MARKETS. 

Havre, Jan. 19.—Cotton—There has been an extensive business last week ; nearly

lative. There is no Brazil left in first hands. Sugar—Prices of French Colonial are 
again higher, upwards of 300 hhds West India, and 6,500 bags of Bourbon, having been 
sold atan advance. The Paris market has likewise improved in consequence of consi- 
derable transactions. There are no arrivals. Rice—About 4 barrels of Carolina have 
been sold, but prices are not firmer. Indigo—There has been a more regular demand, 
and more firmness on the part of holders ; 160 chests of Bengal have been bought by 
consumers. Ashes without change; stock 5,300 barrels, against 1,800 
barrels last year. Hides—The market is quiet, but the prices of the better qualities 
have been supported ; inferior neglected. Tallow—The fallin the price of town tallow 
at Paris has had some effect upon our market, the stock being heavy, and somewhat 
lower prices have been taken; if we experience a further decline an export demand 
may arise, prices in England being stiff. Whalebone without Wheat — 
rhe averages in our neighbourhood are higher. 

HampurGa, Jan. 17.—Coffee.—The market is less lively, the expectation of con 
siderable orders from the interior having been disappointed, and the reports of a defi- 
ciency in the Brazil crop having died away; here and there lower prices would be 
taken, but our principal importers are pretty firm.

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j EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 








Tue session of half-yearly meetings may be dated from yesterday 
week, when it commenced with a triumvirate, the York and North 
Midland, the Newcastle and Darlington, and the Newcastle and 
Berwick, Mr. Hudson being the presiding genius at them all. 

In the York and North Midland, the gross balance for the 
half-year was 102,746/ 6s 2d, including the traffic of the Hull 
and Selby. A dividend was declared at the rate of 10 per 
cent. on the various shares (free of income-tax), amounting 
to 60,582/ 103, leaviig a balance to the credit of the company— 
after paying the half-year’s rent, 23,000/, to the Hull and Selby 
Company—of no less than 19,363/ 163 2d, or about three per cent 
more. ‘This is such a tangible evidence of prosperity as to need 
nocomment. The regular business having been disposed of, the 
chairman proceeded to bring before the meeting the various ex- 
tensions projected by the company. They consist of a line to 
Stamford Bridge, Pocklington, Market Weighton, Driffield, and 
Beverley; one from York to Leeds, by Tadcaster and Aberford; 
and another extending from the Whitby and Pickering Railway to 
Castleton in Danby Dale. The directors were also authorized to 
apply to Parliament for power to widen the line of railway from 
York to Sherburn, and to lay down additional lines of rails ; and 
to subscribe 200,000] towards the Eastern Counties extension 
to York; 40,000/ towards the proposed Malton and Driffield line ; 
and 100,000/ towards the proposed Axholme railway, which it is 


intended to lease at 44 per cent, with half surplus profits. To 


effect these various objects, a new capital of 1,250,000/ is to be 
created, and allotted rateably amongst the proprietors. The crea- 


| tion of these shares is of course a kind of bonus to the proprietors, 


as they will be issued at par, and are sure to at once command a 
large premium in the market. A resolution was also passed, 
authorizing the directors to apply to parliament for powers to 
lease the Hull and Selby line, and to purchase it when the pro- 
The Hull and Selby line 


parliament to ratify the bargain. 

The Newcastle and Darlington Company have a balance on the 
half-year of 50,9241 18s 1d, out of which a dividend has been de- 
clared of 9 percent on the original shares, and on the amount 
paid up on the New or Brandling shares, and 5 per cent on the 
amount noé called up, leaving a balance in hand of 8,629/ 18s 1d. 
As, according to the share list, there is only 15/ paid up of the 
25/ on the Brandling shares, this is an ingenious way of paying 
about 12 per centon the shares. At the close of the routine 
business, the directors were authorised to apply to Parliament for 
powers to construct docks in the Tyne at or near Jarrow Slake, 
for the purchase of the Durham and Sunderland Railway, and to 
make lines to Bishop Auckland, Bishopwearmouth, Sunderland, 
Hetton, and Durbam, and to purchase ou lease Monkwearmouth 
dock. ‘They were also authorised to take the necessary steps for 


obtaining powers to make branches from the Great North of 


England Railway to Bedale, Boroughbridge, Malton, and Helms- 
ley, to subscribe 75,000/ to the Sunderland docks, to purchase or 
lease the Pontop and South Shields Railway, and to purchase the 
Hartlepool dock and railway. The capital necessary to carry the 
various schemes into effect is 1,600,000/, which is to be raised in 
25/ shares, and distributed rateably amongst the present share- 


holders. 











The business of the Newcastle and Berwick was, of course, 4l- 
most formal. The directors state that they are going on ve'y 
favourably, and that they expect the line to be ready for opening 
in August next. The receipts from shares, &c., up to the present 
time, have been 276,488/ 12s 6d, and the expenditure 1+2,494/ 
13s 5d. The total expenses up to and obtaining the act of Par- 
liament were 18,213/ 11s 4d,—a sum which, taking into considera- 
tion the hard fight that it had to maintain with the Northumber- 
land Atmospheric line in the House of Commons, is very mode- 
rate, and sinks into insignificance when compared with the ex- 
penses of many of the lines brought forward this year, which can- 
not even go to Parliament, and in which the engineers figure, in 
many instances, without having performed their duty, for some 
8,000/ or 10,000/, and the solicitors for nearly as much more. It 
was resolved to make two branches to the line, and to authorise 
its amalgamation with the Newcastle and Darlington. 


The Midland Company held their half-yearly meeting on Mon- 
day, when a report, detailing the prospects of the company, and 
a statement of accounts was read, a summary of which appeared 
in our journal of Saturday last, and a dividend was declared at the 
rate of 7§ per share, leaving a balance upwards of 14,000/ in hand. 
Had the amount at the disposal of the directors been divided as 
close as it was at the last half-year, the dividend would have been 
but little short of 8 per cent. In the course of his address to the 
proprietors, the chairman entered into a long statement to show 
the gradual diminution of the rate per cent of the working ex- 
penses. In, 1842 hestated they were 50 per cent; in 1843, 41 per 
cent; and in 1845, 33 per cent ; the two former years being before 
the amalgamation, and the last the first perfect year after it. 
During the same time the number of engines at work upon the 
line has increased from 48 per day to an average of 69. On the 
question that the retiring directors, Mr Hudson, Mr Ellis, and Sir 
O. Mosley, be re-elected, a long and rather angry discussion took 
place, Mr Hudson having, for the first time, at a meeting of share- 
holders, his policy impugned. It was contended that the Midland 
was the worst managed line in the kingdom, and that there were 
more accidents upon it than any other. These imputations Mr 
Hudson indignantly denied, and challenged the gentleman who 
made the asseriion to the proof. He also stated, that, after the 
observations that had beeu made, he was no longer a candidate 
for re-election, Mr Ellis and Sir O. Mosley declared that the 
also should retire, and Messrs Hutcheson and Murgatroy 
two of the managing committee, tendered their resignations, 
After some discussion, however, the directors were re-elect- 


ed by acclamation and good humour was restored, the 
chairman stating that it was “the first time he had heard 


such observations at a meeting, and he hoped it would be 
the last, at all events he would try not to deserve them.” He 
then procecded to bring before the meeting a variety of schemes 
for extending the line. They consist of lines from Chesterford to

Application is also 
to be made to Parliament for a deviation line to the Syston and 
Peterborough, for uniting the Birmingham and Bristol line to the 
Stour Valley line, and for making a branch to the Kidderminster 
and Weedon line. Besides all these schemes projected by the 
company, it is also proposed to purchase the Erewash Valley line, 
and to take an important share in the South Midland, the Man- 
chester, Buxton, and Matlock, the Warwickshire and London, the 
Ambergate, Nottingham and Boston, and the Retford, and works 
of railways. It is calculated that about 40¥,000é will be required 
for the various schemes, but no capital is to be created till it is 
seen how many pass Parliament, and what is actually required ; 
the directors in the meantime paying the deposits from funds at 
their disposal, 


Ou Wednesday a special meeting of the South Western Com- 
pany was held, at which the chairman, having defended himself 
and board, apparently to the satisfaction of the meeting, of hav- 
ing been the first to violate the agreement subsisting between 
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themselves and the Great Western Company, it was agreed to 
make branches to London bridge, Epsom, Hampton Court bridge, 
Chertsey and Egham, Farnham and Alton, by Whitchurch and 
Andover to Salisbury; to connect the Bishopstoke and Salisbury 
line with the Wilts, Somerset, and Weymouth Railway at Salis- 
bury, and with the Southampton and Dorchester line at Red- 
bridge. It was also resolved to take part in the subscription to 
the following lines :—from Basingstoke or Salisbury to Yeovil, 
from Yeovil and Dorchester to Exeter, and from Excter to Fal- 
mouth and Penzance, and towards the railway sanctioned m the 
last session from Chichester to Portsmouth and Fareham; and 
towards the proposed line from Guildford to Chichester, and from 
Portsmouth to Fareham, and the branches to Petersfield and 
Itche. A resolution was passed approving of the amalgamation 
of the South Western, the Basingstoke or Salisbury and Yeovil, 
the Exeter and Yeovil, and the Central Cornwall, described as 
from Exeter to Falmouth and Penzance. In this company, as in 
the Midland, no new capital is to be created till it is seen what 
will pass the parliamentary ordeal ; but power was given to the 
directors to call up the last half on the 40/ and 20/ shares re- 
spectively, in order to enable them to deposit the necessary affi- 
davit with parliament that they are prepared to make the schemes 
with money at their disposal. At the conclusion of this business 
the subject of steam navigation with the continent was brought 
forward, and it was resolved to guarantee interest at five per cent 
perannum on 150,000/ or 200,000/ to an independent company, who 
are to undertake six first-class steamers in connexion with the 
railway. 
the legislature not sanctioning railway companies becoming 
steam-boat proprietors, and independent parties declining to run 
their boats during the winter months when there is not sufficient 
traffic to pay. 

At a special meeting of the Taff Vale Company, it was resolved 
to make branches into the Rhondda Valley, the Little Rhondda, 
and several coal branches, and also to make a road along the 
banks of the Bute Canal.

The Liverpool, Preston, and North Union Junction Company is 
to be immediately wound up. 

A verdict has been given in the Court of Exchequer for

in the note just read was perfectly true ; he knew nothing ‘either of | 
this claim or of the plaintiff, but whether that gentleman was re. 
sponsible in the character of a member of a provisional committee was 
There could be no doubt but that the 
late panic had put an end to the hopes of this company, which other- 
Wise, as the plaintiff had been led to believe, would have been a most 
prosperous concern. Ile was, not, however, before the jury to de- 
mand a verdict in favour of the defendant, for in accordance with the 
ordinary principle of law, his client was undoubtedly liable to this 
Nor was he there to argue that, because the company had 
failed, therefore that the plaintiff had not a right of action against 
the provisional committee. He was, on the contrary, bound to say 
that upon the evidence it did not appear to him that Mr Burdett 
could set up any defence to this claim. Mr Baron Alderson observed, 
that no possible doubt could exist as to the liability of the defendant. 
Ile became responsible from the day when he consented to act on the 
provisional committee, and that was on the 16th of October. ‘The 
defendant was liable to all the contracts from that day, which had 
been entered into for the purposesof the company, while the party 
who made those contracts for the company was in the position of the 
agent of the committee. For any debts incurred before the 16th of 
October the defendant could not be held liable. The jury thereupon 
at once gave a verdict for the plaintiff—Damages 119/ 10s,

RAILWAY MEETINGS. 

York anp Nortu Miptanp.—The half-yearly meeting of the 
shareholders in this company was held in the De Grey rooms, York, 
yesterday week, G. Hudson, Esq., M.P., in the chair, who called 
upon the secretary to read the directors’ report. The tollowing are 
its principal points :— 

Upon the traffic accounts for the half-year the gross balance in favour of the com- 

pany amounts to the sum of 102,746/ 6s 2d. This sum includes the traftic receipts of 
the Hull and Selby railway, which has been in the hands of the York and North Mid- 
land company since the Ist of July last; and also the proceeds of part of the new 
shares allotted by the North Midland company, in respect of the two thousand shares 
in that undertaking origimally subscribed for by them. The directors recommended 
that a dividend be declared for the half-year, after the rate of 10/ per cent per annum, 
upon the original 50/ and 25/7 shares, and upon the 25/ Scarborough extension shares, 
and after the same rate upon the Leeds and Selby shares, deducting interest at 44 per 
cent in respect of the amount not called for prior to the Ist of January instant, on those 
shares ; and also that a dividend of 2s 6d per share (being three months’ interest at ten 
per cent) be declared in respect of the 5/ per share paid on the extension stock of 1845. 
These dividends (which it is proposed to pay without deduction for property tax) will 
amount to the sum of 60,382/ 10s ; and after paying the same, and the sum of 23,000/ | 
for the half-year’s rent of the Hull and Selby line due on the Ist instant, a surplus of 
19,363/ 16s 2d, will remain to the credit of the company. 
The directors congratulate the company upon the highly prosperous 
state of their affairs, as exhibited by these accounts, and recommend 
various extensions for the accommodation of the district. The report | 
having been unanimously adopted, the retiring directors re-elected, | 
and the dividend declared, the chairman proceeded to lay before the | 
meeting a statement of the various extensions proposed by the com- 
pany s— 

‘The first was 71 miles in length, embracing the towns of Stamford bridge, Pockling- 
ton, Market Weighton, Driffield, and Beverley, and comprising the whole of the York 
re Wolds. The total capital which he recommended that they should raise was | 
1,250,004. That included the 71 miles just referred to ; a new extension to Leeds, 17 | 
miles; an extension to the Whitby and Pickering, 11 miles in length; and the laying 
of an additional line on the York and North Midland where the Eastern Counties 
proposed to join them. It was recommended t!rat 37,950 shares should be allotted 
amongst the proprietors of the York and North Midland company, giving one new 25/ 
share to every 50/ share, and one uew 25/ share to every two old 25/ shares. There 
would then remain 12,050 shares to be distributed, which be recommended should be 
left at the disposal of the directors. He now cxme to speak of their second extension, 
from Leeds to York. It was thought that by cutting off one or two angles in the 
present route, and accommodating the towns of Tadcaster, Averford, Berwick in 
Elmet, &c., such a line would answer. They would make a communication with the 
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resent station of the Leeds and Selby, which would make the line 24 miles, to the 

lidland station it would be 25 miles. By the present route it was nearly 30 miles. 
In opposition to this extension a scheme had been got up, called the Direct Leeds and 
York, on the pretence that the York and North Midland was already #0 crowded with 
traffic that it wou!d be dangerous to add to it. He warned the public against that 
Direct Leeds and York line. Such a line could never be expeetedto pay. He next 
came to the extension of the Whitby and Pickering line, eleven milesin length. That 
line would, no doubt, be ultimately extended either to Yarm, Stockton, or some other 
piace not yet decided on, In extendiny the Eastern Counties railway to York, it was 
provided that the York and the Midland shareholders should have allotted to them stock 
to the amount of 200,0:0/, Th.t was about the sum which would carry them to Don- 
caster. For that they went to Parliament last se-sion, and should that line be 
granted, Doncaster would probably te the terminus of the York and North Midland 
railway. That would cost 200,000/, but the directors did not ask for that at present, 
Last session also, they went to parliament for an extension of their line to Goole. By 
an agreement which had sinee been made with the Manchester and Leeds company, 
they were now to have that extension without any opposition, and he recommended 
that they should raise 100,000/ for the construction of that railway between Gains- 
borough and Goole, They also wanted 100,000/ for a double line between Milford and 
York. There was another line between Driffield and Malton, which had been very 
generally taken up by the landowners in the neighbourhood. A deputation consisting 
of Lord Morpeth and others, had waited upon them and had asked them to contribute 
towards the carrying out of that work. They had not, in his opinion, asked too much, 
and he therefore recommended that they should contribute 40,000/ towards the con- 
struction of that railway. 


A series of resolutions were carried to carry out the various exten- 
sions. ‘The chairman then proposed a resolution, authorizing the 
directors to apply to Parliament for powers to lease the Hull and 
Selby line, or purchase it whenever the proprietors thought proper. 
While upon this subject he said— 


He could not help remarking upon a new line that had sprung up, called the Brand- 
ling Junction railway ; and he was ashamed to say that some of those gentlemen who were 





amongst the most anxious in disposing of the Hull and Selby to the York and North 
Midland company, had not thought it unbecoming them, as men of honour, to become 
large proprietors in the Brandling Junction. He could not venture to characterise such 
conduct as it deserved; but he was sure the public would form a right estimation of it. 


The resolution being carried, thanks were voted to the chairman, and 
the meeting separated. 


NewcastLe ax» Dariincton.—A meeting of the shareholders in 
this company was immediately after held in the same place, the same 
chairman presiding. The secretary read the report. It recom. 
mended a series of plans for extending the railway communication. to 
Borougbridge, Beadle, and from Thirsk to Malton, and the other 
places in the intermediate neighbourhood, It also recommended the 
making and purchasing of docks at Jarrow Slake, Monkwearmouth, 
and at Sunderland, and the carrying forward of a line of railway ex- 
tending through the Auckland district. ‘The directors concluded 
their report by recommending a dividend of 9 per cent. The chair- 
man then said, in moving the adoption of the report, he could not 
help expressing his conviction that the result of the working of the 
line had been highly satisfactory. When the Berwick line should 
be opened they might look forward to a considerable increase in the 
traffic, and in their profits. As it was, had they been in a condition 
to have accommodated a much larger amount of traftic, their income 
would have been much greater. The report was unanimously 
adopted, the directors who retired by rotation re-elected, and the 
dividend declared. After which, the chairman said,— 

That he had to submit to them a very large budget of extensions; but he wassure 
that it was a very valuable one. It was proposed that the Newcastle and Darlington 
company should become the lessees and purchasers of the Great North of England 
railway, therefore any extension from that line belonging to the proprietors of the 
Newcastle and Darlington. The first proposed extension of the Great North of Eng- 
land was to Boroughbridge. It would be about six miles long. It would accommo- 
date an important district of country, and the expenditure wou'd be very small—about 
70,0007. The next was a branch to Bedale, seven miles and a quarter in length, the 
cost of which was estimated at 88,000/. Then there was a branch from Thirsk to Mal- 
ton, opening up a communication with Helmsley, Gilling, Kirby on the Moor side, and 
that rich district. Its length was thirty-three miles, and the estimated cost was 
300,C00/. He now came to the branches and extensions from what might be called 
Newcastle and Darlington “ proper,” Here he must observe that one of the greatest 
deficiencies with which at present they had to contend, was the want of the means of 
shipping coals. In the scheme which he was about to bring before them, therefore, 
there were no less than three docks involved. The first dock he asked them to sanc- 
tion was situated on the river Tyne at Jarrow Slake, near the Brandling railway. 
Large ships could enter that dock, and greatly increased traffic on their line must be 
the result. The directors proposed, then, that the proprietors should empower them 
to purchase the Monkwearmouth dock. The other dock was one at Sunderland. He 
asked them then to subscribe 75,000/ towards that dock, the remainder of the capital 
being found by the people of Sunderland. Next, he had to inform them that he had 
on their behalf entered into arrangements with the Hartlepool dock and railway com- 
pany, a: dif they did not approve of that arrangement, he should be happy himself to 
relieve them of it. The capital in shares was 313,320/, He proposed that they should 
convert 52,000/ more into shares. Their capital would then be 3'5,000/ in shares, 
with 130,000/ borrowed money. He had also made arrangements for the purchase of 
the Durham and Sunderland railway. That would cost about 270,000/, and must 
prove highly beneficial to the Newcastle and Darlington company. He wished the 
meeting also to authorise the directors to enter into a treaty for leasing the Pontop 
and South Shields railway, over which the Newcastle and Darlington at present ran 
seven miles. He was not prepared to estimate the cost of that. They had also an 
extension to propose into the Auckland coal district, which he conceived to be most 
desirable in every point of view. It would be fourteen miles and a half in length, 
and the estimated cost was 190,000/. They had further to propose an extension of thirteen 
miles to near the Victoria bridge at Sunderland. It was almost impossible to estimate 
the immense increase in the traffic of coal which that branch wou'd give them, The 
whole expenses on theirline, from its commencement, had amounted to 2,800,000/. 
That was a large sum, and it was likely to be augmented to three and a half millions. 
What they proposed to raise now was altogether 1,600,000/. Some of the undertakings 
which it was proposed to purchase with that money were already in full operation. 
The present income of some Of them, including the Neweastle and Darlington, the 
Hartlepoo! docks, and the Stanhope and Tyne, amounted to 285,000/a year; and that 
sum, allowing one third for the expense of working and maintaining, would leave them 
s€ven per cent on their capital. They proposed that to effect all these operations that 
they should issue 14 shares for every 25/ share held by the company, and that they 
should pay a deposit of 1/ per share. They proposed to divide 42,500 shares among 
the shareholders of the Newcastle and Darlington, and recommended that the remain- 
der should be left at the disposal of the directors. He had only further to propose 
that the Berwick line should henceforward be considered as an extension of the New- 
castle and Darlington. His principal object was consolidation—to bring all the lines 
in that neighbourhood under one management. The great advantage in working long 
lines over short ones could not be too often pressed upon them. 


A series of resolutions to carry out these various schemes having been 
carried, the meeting was resolved into one of the proprietors of the 
Newcast_&’ ano Berwicx.—Mr Hudson, who still retained the 
chair, observed that he had just discovered from the consolidation 
act, that this meeting could not legally be held. Almost all, how- 
ever, that it would have been necessary for him to have stated he had 
already said when speaking on the preceding line. But, as there 
were so many shareholders present, it would be well to have the re- 











port read which had been prepared, and they could then hold a meet- 
ing on a legal day to authorise it. In the meantime, before they 
met again, he would take care to have the day of meeting altered, so 
that it might be held on the same day as the North Midland and the 


Newcastle and Darlington company. ‘lhe secretary then read the 
report :— 

The directors state that the works of the whole of the traffic line from Neweastle 

to Berwick have been let to able contractors, and are progressing in a satisfactory man- 
ner. The plans and designs for the Tyne bridge are in a state of forwardness, and the 
directors will be shortly prepared te let the works, which they rejoice to find are likely 
to prove of a more favourable character than was at first anticipated. Though the 
directors are unwilling to undertake positively that the line shall be opened so early 
as August next, the present condition of the works afford a reasonable prospect of the 
line being completed during that month. The expendi'ure, up to the 3lst December, 
has been 182,494/, and the receipts 276,488/, leaving a balance in hand of 93,9934. 
The report having been adopted, the chairman then said that the 
branches they proposed were two—one from Blyth to Bedlington, 
three miles, and another from the main line te Warkworth harbour, 
five miles. He then proposed a resolution authorising the directors 
to form these lines, which was carried unanimously. A resolution 
for enabling the company to unite with the Newcastle and Darlington 
company, in the manner to which he had alluded at the preceding 
meeting, was also carried, and the meeting separated. 

Miptaxp.—The halt-yearly meeting of the shareholders in this 
company was held at Derby, on Monday last, G. Hudson, Esq. M.P., 
in the chair. Mr Bell, the secretary, read the report, which stated : 

That there was a net balance of 197,897/ 7s 3d, which enabled the proprietors to 
divide upon each 100/ of consolidated stock, 3/ 1389d; upon each 100/ of preferential 
stock, 3/ 138 9d; upon each 100/ of Birmingham and Derby consolidated stock, 3/; re- 
serving upwards of 14,000/ towards the next half-year’s account. The increase over 
the corresponding half-year of 1844 was as follows:—Passengers, 47,344/; goods, 
11,800/ ; minerals, 5,756/; parcels, 19,104/; cattle, 12,627/; total increase on the half- 
year, 86,631/ (cheers). This increase in expenditure in the locomotive department 
was attributable to the great increase in traffic, 72 engines being required daily to work 
the line. 

" : er : 
The chairman went through a statistical statement to show how the 
Midland lines had improved in the amalgamation, and said :— 

It was rather curious to observe the dividends paid during the years before and since 
the amalgamation. In 1842, the North Midland paid £2 12s 6d; the Midland Counties, 
£3; the Derby and Birmingham, £1 12s. In 1843, the North Midland paid £3 10s ; the 
Midland Counties, £3 8s; the Derby and Birmingham, £1 13s. This year they were 
about to receive £6 13s 9d on the stock of the company. 


‘The report was adopted, and the dividend declared. 1t was then 
proposed that the retiring directors, Mr Hudson, Mr Ellis, and Sir 
O. Mosley, should be re-elected, upon which Mr. Starkie complained 
of the irregularities on the line, and the numerous accidents that 
occurred, which he attributed to bad management, and said, that if 
either of the retiring directors were on the committee of management 
they ought not to be re-elected. The chairman repelled charges of 
carelessness and mismanagement, and said no man more deeply re- 
gretted the accidents that had occurred than the directors did. The 
chairman said, the accidents on the Midland line were less in number 
than on other railways, and had no objection to compare the time 
kept by the trains on the Midland, with the time kept on the London 
and Birmingham. After some rather angry discussion, the retiring 
directors declared they were no longer candidates for re-election, and 
two of the members of the managing committee tendered their resig- 
nations, but ultimately the retiring directors were re-elected by 
acclamation. Mr Crips was then re-elected auditor, and the chair- 


man proceeded to explain the various proposed extensions of the 
Midlands :— 


He stated that they did not intend to issue any new shares, until they saw what 
lines they were able to carry through parliament. The directors would sign the deeds 
on behalf of the proprietary. Beginning at the north end of the line, the first exten- 
sion was from Chesterfield to Newark, a distance of 29 miles, and the estimated ex- 
pense, 580,000. The next branch was from Nottingham to Mansfield, 17 miles; esti- 
mated expense, 275 000/. To those two lines there were competing liaes, supported by 
the Leeds and Man hester, but he trusted they would succeed in effecting an arrange- 
ment. The Erewash Valley and Pye bridge would require 30,000/, and a further ex- 
tension would be necessary requiring an additional outlay of 234,000/. The next branch 
was from Newark to Gainsborough, which would give them an advantage against the 
London and York, provided they got their bill. The distance was 21 miles; estimated 
cost, 250,000/. The next was a series of col branches left in abeyance last session, 
and which was necessary in conjunction with their case in support of the Swinton and 
Lincoln ; for this they put down 175,000/. They proposed to renew their application to 
parliament for the Swinton and Lincoln, which was 52 miles, and the estimated ex- 
penditure 800,000/. A bill would be applied for to amend the Syston and Peterborough, 
but which would require no capital. A short extension of the Leicester and Swanning- 
ton would also be required, at a cost of 70,000/ or 80,000/. Passing south, they came 
to the Burton-on-Trent and Nuneaton scheme, with its branches; this would be forty- 
one miles, and open a rich coal district. The distance was forty-one miles; estimated 
cost, 84,0004. The next extensions were connected with the Bristol and Birmingham, 
or Birmingham and Gloucester. The first was a branch from the Gloucester line to 
Bath, of ten miles in length, and which required a considerable expenditure ; it was, 
however, essentially necessary. The estimated cost of this was 270,000/. Then came 
the Stonehurst branch, betwixt the Gloucester and Bristol, part of which line was under 


the control of the Great Western. The directors preferred laying eight miles of rail, 
] 


in order to be independent of the Great Western, and this would incur an outlay of 
110,000/. The next was the Ashurst and Malvern line, thirteen miles in length ; esti- 
mated cost, 180,000/, Then there was the Halesowen and Barnet Green, which would 
require 150,000¢; and in addition to this, a short branch of 6} miles would be required, 


connected with the Kidderminster and Weedon line ; total length, 45 miles; estimated 
cost, 850,000 Then the directors had agreed to take on behalf of the preprietors 
600,000! in South Midland stock, which otherwise might have gone into the hands of 
hostile parties. In the Manchester ard Southampton they had agreed to suseribe the 
sum of 400,000/. They had also agreed to subscribe with the Manchester and Bir- 
mingham to the Ambergate, Matlock, Buxton, and Manchester line, which he (Mr 
Iiudson) considered an important one, and an excellent investment. They had also 
agreed to subscribe 600,000/ to the Warwickshire and Loudon, in connection with the 
London aud Birmingham, and there were two other lines—the Ambergate, Nottingham, 
Grantham, and Boston—and the Lincolnshire and Midlands, and Gainsborough, 
through Worksop, Thetford, &c.—in which they were interested to the extent of 
200,000/each. He believed that another line in which they were interested, viz. the 
Trent Midland, would be arranged, so that they would bave to subscribe nothing to its 
support. ¥ 
Resolutions were passed authorising the directors to proceed with 
these various schemes. A special meeting was then held, at which it 
was resolved to apply to Parliament for power to purchase the 
Erewash Valley line; and thanks being voted to the chairman, 
the meeting separated, 

Lonpvon anp South Western.—On Tuesday a special general 
meeting of the proprietors was held at the Nine Elms terminus. 
William Chaplin, the chairman of the board of directors, presided, 
The proceedings commenced by Mr Morgan, the secretary, reading 
the report. ‘lhe following are the principal points :— 
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Your directors trust they have not mistaken the interests, or misjudged the desires 
of their constituency, in adopting the preliminary steps which are now submittel to 
your approval; nor in anticipating that you will confide to them all necessary future 
powers for carrying the proposed measures intoeffect. With reference tothe formation 
of the projected new lines to Epsom ; to Chertsey and Egham; to Farnham and Alton ; 
to Salisbury from Basingstoke, by White! iurch and Andover; and from Romsey to 
Redbridge; your directors will only remind you that they have been already fully 
authorised and requested by the proprietors to proceed, and they have accordingly 
omitted nothing which appeared to them desirable in the promotion of these several 
objects. The proposed extension to London bridge was a subject discussed at the last 
meeting, and on which further investigation was deemed necessary. That investigation 
has now been made, and justifies the board in an unhesitating recommendation of the 
measure, as one which may be executed with far less interference with property than 
would be at first expected, and with even more prospect of usefulness than was 
anticipated. ‘ “ ; 7 
The Hampton Court branch may be exec cuted at a trifling y cost, and will, doubtless, 
prove remunerative in the hands of this company. The directors have on former occa- 
sions entered upon so full explanations with respect to the Guildford and Chichester, 
and Portsmouth and Fareham lines, that they do not feel called on at present to state 
more than that in addition to the prosecution of the bill now pending in the House of 
Lords for the portions of railway between Guildford and Godalming, and between Fare- 
ham and Portsmouth, the Guildford, Chichester, and Portsmouth company wil! apply in 
the coming session for powers to make the remainder of their li.e to Chichester, as 
originally proposed; and with a view to the im; rovement of their scheme, they have 
added to it branches to Petersfield, Chichester harbour, and the dockyards at Ports- 
mouth, with further station accommodation for general purposes at Portsmouth. An 
arrangement has also been come to, subject to your approval, whereby the London and 
South Western company will become half-owners with the London and Brightor 
pany, of the Portsmouth and Fareham extension of the Prighton and Chichester 1 
way, sanctioned by parliament in the last session. Thus your directors trust the 
more complete scheme even than that of last session will be presented to parliament, 
without any material incre»se of expense; and if they have before felt justified in ex- 
pressing confidence in the ultimate result of the struggle for the new line to Portsmouth, 
yet more confident must they now feel that the decision will be favourable to the inte- 
rests of this con ipany. . : . : ‘ ° 
Proceeding at once to state the terms s and circumstances of the proposed arrangement, 
the | ropriet rs will notice that the scheme to be presented to Parliament will embrace 
an entire system of railway communication from Basingstoke to the Land’s End. TI mi ro- 
jected line of this con from Basingstoke by Whitchurch and Andover to Salis- 
bury (estimated cost £700,000) will be continued by the line proj osed by the London, 
Salisbury, and Yeovil company (estimated cost £900.000) to Yeovil; by the line and 
branches of the Exeter, Yeovil, and Dorchester company (estimated cost £!,300,':00) to 
Exeter; and by the Cornwall and Devon central line (estimated cost £3,000,000) to 
Falmouth and Penzance. The entire capital for all the line is, therefore, £5,900,000, 
and of this amount one-fourth is to be transfi rred to the London and South Western 
railway company, who will thereupon immediately obtain a corresponding share in the 
management of each of the undertakings. Each of the several companies will sep: 
rately apply to Parliament for power to construct its own line, and should the applica 
tions for all be successful, it is proposed that the London and South Western London, 
Salisbury, and Yeovil, and Cernwall and Devon central railway com} ould be 
amalgamated ; that the present debenture debt of the London and South Western com- 
pany (£639,000) should thereupon become a charge upon the entire u nae taking, and 
that the remaining profits of the whole concern should then be apportioned for divi- 
dend, !17-26ths to the existing share capital of the London and South Western railway, 
and 9-26ths to the capital expended on the construction of the lines west of Basingstoke ; 
the capital expended on the Yeovil and Exeter portion being guaranteed out of the 
9-26ths, a fixed dividend of 53 per cent, in the shape of rent, to be reserved on a lease 
in perpetuity of that line to the amalgamated undertaking. . ‘ 
As regards the capital for the works proposed by this company, exc usive of the lines 
west of Salisbury, your directors propose to provide it by calls on all the shares in the 
company whereon calls remain unpaid, and by exercising the powers of borrowing, 
obtained by the company in the last session. 


Resolutions, confirmatory of the recommendations, were adopted, and 
on the motion of Mr Tite, a resolution to the following effect was also 
passed, that the meeting was convinced of the necessity of establish- 
ing steam packets of the first class between the ports on the southern 
coast with which the South Western railway is or may be connected 
and France, and that they were ready to assist in the establishment 


of anew packet company for the purpose of securing that increased 
accommodation. 

Tarr Vate.—On Wednesday a special meeting of the proprietors 
was held at the White Lion, in Bristol, for the purpose of taking into 
consideration the expediency of making certain extensions, branch 
lines, and other works of connection with the Taff Vale, and to au- 
thorise the directors, in the event of such measures being determined 
upon, to apply to parliament for powers to carry them out, and to 
raise the necessary capital. Sir John Guest, chairman of the board 
of directors, presided, and said— 


At the very first formation of their railway it was thoucht necessary to make an 
opening into two or three valleys containing large quantities of coa! and other minerals ; 
and it was always the intention of the company to extend their line into those valleys 
asthe mines were opened and worked. The first branch which it was now proposed 
to make was the Khondda Valley, the valley from which, as they knew, Mr Coffin 

obtained his coals. > . 

The length, as he had said, would be { Gg miles, and th e estimated ‘cost was £86,8t 
Out of the same valley extended another va ley, which was called the Rhondda Va _% 
or little valley, which was also very full of minerals ; the branch or this valiey wou! 
be five miles in length, ard the estimate cost, which had been made by the surveyor to 
the company, was £41,641. In making that extension, the company would be inter- 
fering with a railway which Mr Coffin had to his coal works. Mr Ceffin had a line of 
three miles in length, which he had consented to abandon, and the directors had un- 
dertaken to extend their line into his works.

FROM LANDEN TO HASSELT 
TOURNAY TO JURBISE. 


From our own Correspondent, Mons. Brouwer de Hogendorp, Member of the 
Provinci al Council of Antwerp.) 


RAILWAY AND FROM 


Ix our last letter we have shown that government will experi- 
ence a considerable loss upon the line from Landen to Hasselt, and 
that it will derive no compensation for the sacrifice which it has 
made, but in the indirect revenue which this line will bring to it, 
by throwing additional trade upon the great Eastern line. This 
loss originates in the law passed in 1837, when a flagrant error was 
committed. The act of 1834 had a special object in view, which 
was to open an easy and cconomical communication between the 
Scheldt and the Khine. ‘Vhe coalition of the interests of Flanders 
and of Hainault caused an extension of this original conception ; 
they conceded to extend what they originally had only designed 
for Autwety, and they agreed to open a railway communication 
towards France through Hainault. In 1837 the government pro- 
posed to the chambers the construction of a railway from Ghent 
towards Lille. A new coalition of interests then started up in the 
Chamber of Representatives. ‘The deputies of Tournay were anxi- 
ous to procure for their locality a railway at the expence of go- 
vernment, aud in order to secure a majority by the coalition of 
the deputies of Limbourg, Namur, and Luxemburg, they caused 
to be inserted in the act a clause by which the town of Namur 
and the two provinces of Limbourg and Luxemburg should equally 
participate in the general railway system, by having lines constructed 
at the expence of government. Forced to favour their respective 
districts, those deputies who had formed among themselves a sort 
of mutual assurance, as was said by one of the representatives of 
Hiainault, adopted the new proposition, without any consideration, 
without any qualification whatever. ‘lhe chamber was so little pre- 
pared for the discussion of such a measure, that one of the most in- 
fluential members defied the proposers of it to inform him within 
ten millions, the amount which they would call upon the government 
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to expend on these projects. To accomplish the requirements of the 
law, as fur as concerned Limbourg, the government constructed a 
branch from Landen to St. Trond; by this it fulfilled the obligation 
strictly and legally imposed on it; but the intentions of those who 
voted for the measure were not equally fulfilled. The section from 
Landen to St. Trond runs through only one line of the district of 
Limbourg; whereas, in the discussion of the act, it was explicitly 
said that the railway should be continued towards the centre of Lim- 
bourg, and the spirit of the policy which the act contemplated was 
to unite each of our provinces to the capital, in a like manner as 
that which was given by the law of 1834 was to create interna- 
tional relations between Belgium, Germany, and France. There 
was, therefore, a moral obligation entailed on the government to 
complete the branch from St Trond as far as Hasselt; but how was 
this completion to be accomplished ? Was it to be done at the ex- 
pense of the government, or by means of concession to a private 
company ? ‘This was the question strenuously debated in the Cham- | 
ber of Representatives. ‘Vhe Jurbise railway was placed in different 
circumstances, though there was no promise to fulfil, yet there was 
the obligation to unite the western with the southern line’; the elonga- 
tion of the ground to be travelled over, which resulted from it, is not 
only extremely inconvenient, but has considerable influence on the 
passenger traffic. It became, therefore, necessary to order the con- 
struction of the line from Tournay to Jurbise, even though it would 
only serve for the traffic from south to west, and vice versa. All 
were agreed upon the utility of the new line, but then arose the 
question—the execution of it by the government, or ceding it to 
private enterprise. ‘Three plans were suggested for its accomplish- 
ment: one, the construction and working of it by government; the 
second, the construction by a company, and the working to be by 
the government ; and the third was to relinquish it altogether, both | 
construction and working, to a company. Let us then consider which 
of these three plans was the most rational. Although we repudiate 
the principle of the interference of the government in the construc- 
tion of railways in general; although we have admitted this prin- 
ciple for the construction of one sole line, that from the Scheldt 
to the Rhine, only because this line came before us usder very 
special circumstances with regard to our relations with Germany, 
we do not hesitate to declare that, government being the pro- 
prietor of those lines of which that from Tournay to Jurbise is 
the material portion, and having already executed one-half of 
the branch from Landen to Llasselt, it became its interest to | 
reserve to itself the property of the new lines. To give up to a | 
company a part of a road which had cost a million and a half, to 
induce it to expend an equal amount; to yield to it the benefit of | 
nine per cent interest, without its having the least chance of loss; 
and reserving to itself, in undertaking the working, all the worst 
contingencies of the enterprise, was most assuredly making a bad | 
bargain. Of two cases, take first: ‘The chambers having, in 1837, 
committed a great error in agreeing that a railway towards Lim- 
bourg should be made at the government expense, who, in conse- | 
quence of the operation of this act, are incurring, on the branch line 
trom Landen to St Trond, an annual loss of more than 12,000fr; go- 
vernment, therefore, under existing circumstances, ought to look for 
a compensation in the completion of the road as far as Hasselt, in 
retaining for itself those advantages which it now gives up to the 
company: or, in the second case, it ought, upon the completion of 
the road, to cede to the company the working of it; abandon to it, 
in fact, all the bad as well as the good changes, and not for merely 

















| the pleasure of working it become the responsible agent of the com- 





pany, and keep all the worst portion of the concern. As respects 
the road from Tournay to Jurbise, it would have doubtless been 
more advantageous also if the goverument had constructed it at its 
own cost and have also worked it, than to have engaged in this com- 
bination, which resolves itself into raising money at a usurious rate : 
this line will be one of the most productive in the country. We 
have already said that this railway should serve as the convexion of 
the lines from Malines to Lille and from Malines to Valenciennes : 
the branch from Mouseron to Tournay, decreed in 1837, is the first 
section of this junction, and has been cxecuted at government 
charge. It is an error, and one which weighs heavily upon it, for the 
establishment of the individual section from Mouseron to Tournay 
has been more expensive than that of St Trond and Landen, but 
this section will always be the least productive, because it does not 
carry the entire traffic of ‘Yournay, which goes principally towards 
Hainault.

Thenumber of passengers in October has Leen $20,055 ; the receij:ts amount- 
ed to 124,220 fr 55¢. This showsa decrease for the month of November of 
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64,666 passengers, and 188,496 fr 71 c on the receipts. There is, however 
nothing extraordinary in this diminution, which takes place every year in 
the winter months, the conveyance of passengers being much smaller during 
this period. It is worth notice that the amount of goods transported is 
nearly the same for both months; it is rather in favour of the month of 
November, being 59,291,747 for November, and only 54,057,830 for October. 
Compared with the returns of November, 1844, there is an increase in the 
number of passengers of 21,748; in the transport of heavy goods of 
16,584,697 kilogrammes ; and in the total receipts of 105,198 fr 73 c, which 
is in these last an increase of a little under 123 per cent. 











FRENCH RAILWAYS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

Panis, Jan, 21.—The price of all our securities do not present any 
notable variation since my last letter, and they are even rather in 
advance ; it is certain that they would have progressed much more 
rapidly had not the London news been a check for our speculators, 
If the necessity of lodging deposits at your accountant-general creates 
a new scarcity of money in England, we shall have a new financial 
crisis in France. ‘That fear gives rise to uncertainty, and partly 
counteracts the maneuvres of our speculators for a rise. However, 
the bulls are so powerful that it is probable they will get the better 
of all these difficulties. There is a large confederacy of all our prin- 
cipal bankers, who have an interest in new railway companies, and 
desire to push up the quotations. On the first days of December, 
when the prices were falling with frightful rapidity, M. de Roths- 
child and the principal bankers who were owners of shares in the 
Northern line, and in the Paris and Strasburg, and the Tours and 
Nantes railways, made large purchases in order to revive confidence, 
and they succeeded so well that all the shares improved with as much 
rapidity as they had receded during the crisis. But after the account 
of Dec. 31, the confederacy of bankers endeavoured to sell again a 
part of the shares they had been obliged to buy at low prices ; hence 
the reaction which took place during the first fortnight. It seems 
now that the leaders of the market will again manage a great rise 
upon the principal shares, and above all upon the Northern line. 
We have seen many speculators who have laid wagers for 800fr before 
the Ist of February upon the Northern. Indeed, the shareholders of 
that company are convened to a general meeting for the 6th of Feb. 
next. It is reported that very important resolutions will be intro- 
duced to the vote of the shareholders ; as the purchase of the Tam- 
poux and Hazebrouck railway, and the raising of a loan in order to 
buy that line. ‘The directors of the Northern line want high prices 
upon these shares, that their proposals may seem more acceptable to 
the shareholders. It is very probable that they will succeed, unless 
we should receive despairing news from London, or from Wash- 
ington, because with many millions it is always very easy to lead the 
French market. 

The catastrophe of Barentin is almost forgotten at our ’Change, 
but it has given rise to technical disputes about the true causes of 
the falling of that gigantic viaduct. It is indeed a very sad affair, 
because it will much prejudice the English engiveers in France. It 
pains me to see that a French engineer of some renown, M. Correard, 
has put himself at the head of the crusade against Mr Locke. 
Ile has published in a railway newspaper a long letter, in which he 
calls in question the theoretical and practical ability of Mr Locke. He 
says that during a visit to London he had learnt that Mr Locke had 
begun his carecr as a clerk at a cloth and linendraper'’s; that, on 
leaving this warehouse, he had entered Mr Stephenson's office, and 
that he had no other good reason to take the title of a civil engineer. 
This attack upon a man of such experience and acknowledged 
skill is very miserable. He ought to have given scientific reasons 
to prove that the Barentin viaduct had fallen through Mr Locke's 
fault. ‘Till now there has been much uncertainty about the causes 
of the accident ; but since MM. Mackenzie and Brassey resolved to 
pay the damages, it is a proof that it would not be easy to ascertain 
that the engineer caused the catastrophe by his unskilfulness, 

M. Correard also says that eighteen months would be necessary to 
rebuild the viaduct of Barentin, and that the loss would average 
between four and five millions of francs. It is evident that his cal- 
culations are much exaggerated; and it is difficult to believe 
that such immense works will be completed by August or September 
next, though M. Delacour, the secretary of the Rouen and Havre 
railway company, has announced it for that period.

2dly to the nature of the concrete, which 
had not been made with hydraulic lime, and was loose and without 
compactness. An engineer of Havre, Mr Andre Bresson, who has 
written a letter to the Journal du Havre, says that the fall of the via- 


duct is not attributable to ill execution, but only to the curvature of 


the fabric, the centre of which was on the side opposite to Barentin. 

If that cause has indeed thrown down that viaduct, a similar catas- 
trophe may be feared for Mirville viaduct, which is equally con- 
structed with a strong curve. It is indispensable to make a severe 
inquiry on all the works of that railway.

These accounts, made to Jan. 17th, show a further increase of the 
circulation, and a further decrease of the public deposits, as the effect 
of the payment of the January dividends and other periodical en- 
gagements of the government. The private deposits have increased 
to the unusal sum of 11,254,618/. The securities have increased by 
a considerable sum, while the bullion and the reserve have suffered 
a reduction. 

The foreign exchanges are without any material alteration ; short 
bills on Paris only have suffered a decline. 

The question of the railway deposits was this night brought 
before Parliament by Lord John Russell in the form of a ques- 
tion to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who stated that the 
Government did not intend to propose any measure to interfere 
either with the standing orders of the House, or with the 
Act in relation to railway deposits. After the views which 
we have so repeatedly urged on this subject, it is scarcely needful that 
we should say how little importance we attach to the refusal of the 
Government to interfere. At the same time, it appears a most 
obstinate and pedantic adherence to a mere form to object to the de- 
posit of those very securities on which the directors of the several 
companies may obtain an order within an hour after the payment 
has been made to invest these sums. The safety which the Act con- 
templates in requiring deposits at all, would be equally accomplished 
by securities deposited in the first place, in place of money to be con- 
verted into such securities as soon as paid. 

The unfavourable rumours which have existed with regard to two 
etn pee banks, have tended to create some uneasiness, as it is be- 


ieved the difficulties in question have arisen from injudicious ad- 
vances of their deposits in worthless securities, and to some extent in 
railway stock and scrip. This, however, is a question altogether 
apart from the transfer of the deposits from those bankers who hold 
good and usually available securities to represent the deposits placed 
in their hands. 

Our views are not altered but rather confirmed, as to the compa- 
rative facility with which these transactions might be and finally will 
be accomplished. ‘The increase of the private deposits in the Bank 
up to last Saturday to the unusual sum of 11,254,618/, shows that 
provision has already been made to a considerable extens for the ac- 
complishment of the object in question ; and the increase of securities 
in one week to the extent of 500,000] shows that the Bank has not 
been backward in making advances ; and it is understood that again 
during the present week, advances have been made even more 
freely. ; 

We may, however, expect that all these combined causes will sub- 
ject the public funds to a somewhat unsettled state, and cause 
discounts to be still more difficult for at least some days to come. 
The railway deposits must be all paid within the next fortnight; 
but we cannot but think that before this way week the mode by 
which the transfer can be easily accomplished will be understood, 
and that in consequence apprehensions on the subject will be mate- 
pally mitigated. It is at least some satisfaction to know that this 
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question must be solved within so short a period; and it is not a 
small advantage that no uncertainty can hang over indefinitely after 
that period. 

Owing to the freer advances made by the Bank since Tuesday 
money has been more easy. Consols have fluctuated from 94} to 
943; and, finally, to-day, left off at the lowest quotation, and we 
must not be surprised to see even a lower quotation to-morrow, 
There still exists considerable fears that all the mischief caused 
by railway speculations has not yet come to light; and circum. 
stances which have transpired from recent failures have rather tended 
to increase this uneasiness. 

MONEY MARKET. 

Monpbay, Jan. 19.—This being Monday, the government broker made no pur- 
chases on account of the national debt commissioners, but merely bought 4,000/ 
new three and a quarter per centson account of the savings banks at the prico of 
96§. The brokers to the Court of Bankruptcy (Messrs Carden «nd Whitehead) 
soid 50,000! consols. ‘The market was better than could have been expected 
under the influence of the operations conducted. Prices were very flat at the com- 
mencement of business, but they recovered a trifle in the latter part of the day. 
Consols for money were officially marked 939, but were last done at 94, and at 
944 for the account; three per cents reduced 944, three and a quarter per cents 
964, long annuities 10 7-16, and bank stock 2034 so 2044. Exchequer bills were 
better, in consequence of some purchases. The last quotation was 15s to 17s 
premium. The operations in the foreign market were in Brazilian new bonds 
at 83, Chilian at 99), Ecuador at 34, Mexican at 304, Russian at 1124, Spsnish 
five per cents at 97%, the deferred at 164, the three per cents at 383, for the 
account 384, Dutch two and a half per cents 593, and the four per cents certi- 
ficates 94 and 95. 

Turspay, Jan. 20.—The government broker to-day purchased 21,500! re- 
duced at 94, on account of the commissioners for the reduction of the national 
debt, and 5,100/ new three-and-a-quarter per cents at 963, on account of the 
savings banks. These purchases, with other operations conducted by the specu 
lators, condnced to a very healthy state of things in the English stock-market, 
where the rise of the day was about 7 per cent. Generally speaking, a good 
business was done, and prices closed well. The last official quotation for con- 
sols was 944 for money, 943 for the account; but after the regular hours of 
dealing they were done at 943 to 3 for money, and at 95 to 4 for the account. 
Exchequer bills were exceedingly firm st 163 to 188 premium, and bank stock 
left off at 203 to 205. The other quot tions were—three per cents reduced 944, 
three-and-a-quarter per cents 97, long annuities 104, India bonds 28% to 30s 
premium, and South Sea stock 106}. The business in the foreign house was 
more extended than usual. ‘The barg ins were — Brazilian at 83 and 82 for the 
five per cent bonds, 804 for the new, and 77 for the new of 1843, Buenos Ayres 
at 40 ex div., Chilian at 984, the deferred at 51, Peruvian at 40, Portuguese five 
per cents, for the account, at 593, ditto four per cents at 5S}, Spanish five per 
cents at 254, and for the account 234, passives at 6}, the three per cents at 383, 
Dutch two-snd-a-half per cents at 594 and 59}, and the four per cents certifi- 
cates at 944 and 95. For the season of the year, a f-ir amount of business was 
transacted in the foreign exchanges. The rates remained about the same as last 
post, with the exception of Amsterdam, which was rather higher. 

WxepNeEspay, Jan. 21.—The government broker has purchased to-day 21,400! 
reduced on account of the commissioners for the reduction of the national debt, 
and 5,000/ new three and a quarter per cents on account of the savings 
banks. Consols were pretty steady this afternoon, although scarcely so good as 
yesterday. There was a fair amount of business transacting, and the tone of the 
market was healthy. The last price for money was 94} to 3, and for the ac- 
count 943 to 98. Exchequer bills were done at the improved quotation of 21s 
premium, and closed 20% to 228 premium. This alteration in the value of these 
securities was occasioned by the purchases of the brokers for the Equitable As- 
surance Company, Who are understood to have laid out a considerable sum of 
money in them. It will thus be perceived that Exchequer bills are supported 
by the bona Ade operations of the public, and not by the commissioners, who, it 
is said, keep aloof from them on account of their present advanced price. 
Three per cents reduced closed 954 to }, three and a quarter per cents 96% to 97, 
long annuities 104, India bonds 233 to 28s pm, Bank stock 2054, and South Sea 
stock 103 to 107. The business of the foreign market was contined to the fol- 
lowing bargains :—Brazilian five per cents at 82, the five per cent new at 82 to 
83, the new of 1843 at 77, Mexican at 303, the deferred at 16§, Portuguese 
amall at 593, ditto four per cents for the account at 60, Russian at 113, Spanish 
five per cents, for account, at 28}, the passives at 64, the three per cents at 338%, 
ditto for the account 394, Dutch two and a half per cents at 594, the four per 
cents at 95, and for the account 949. 

THURSDAY, Jan 22.—The governmont broker purchased to-day 21,400/ 
New South Sea annuities on account of the commissioners for the reduction of 
the national debt. South Sea annuities command a lower price than the secu- 
rities payable at the Bank of England, and, therefore, when they appear in the 
market, which is but seldom, they are selected by the government broker, who 
is at liberty to purchase any of the three per cent stocks. He also made his 
usual purchase of 5,000/ new three and a quarter per cents on account of the 
savings banks, and bought 2,000/ reduced on account of the life annuities soci- 
eties. The market for English securities, though firm in the early part of the 
day, became a little flat towards the close of business, and the operations were 
not of especial magnitude. Consols were quoted in the latest hours of business 
at 944 to } for money, and at 94] to 95 for the aecount; exchequer bills have 
been supported at 20s to 228 premium; bank stock is 205 to 207; three per 
cents reduced are 95 to }; three and a quarter per cents, 965 to 97; long annu- 
ities, 103; and India stock, 253 to 255. The dealings in the foreign market 
have not been extensive, but prices show a quiet and steady appearance. 

FRIDAY, Jan. 23.—The funds have fallen to-day full 4 per cent, on the appre. 
hension of a flerce political struggle. Consols for present transfer have been 94} 
to 94. Exchequer bills have been marked 20s to 22s premium. B nk stock is 
worth 205. The new three and a quarter per cents have been 96} to 3, and the 
three per cents 944 to 3. Spanish stock ia quite neglected ; Portuguese four per 
cents are steidy at 594 to 60; Brazilian from 844 have just started up, on a 
purchase being made, to $3; and Mexican have been quiet at 30 to 304. 

CoMPARATIVE EXcCHANGEs.— The premium on gold at Paris is 11 per mille, 
which, at the English mint price of 3' 173 104d per ounce for standard gold, gives 
an exchange of 25 42; and the exchange at Paris on London at short being 25 
60, it follows that gold is 0.70 per cent dearer in London than in Paris. By 
advices from Hamburgh the price of gold is 4344 per mark, which, at the English 
mint price of 2/ 17s 104d per ounce for standard gold, gives an exchange of 13 
9}; and the exchange at Hamburgh on London at short being 13 114, it follows 
that gold is 0.91 per cent dearer in London than in Hamburgh. ‘The course of 
exchange at New York on London is 108} per cent, and the par of exchange 
between England and America being 109 23-40 per cent, it follows that the ex- 
change is 0.53 per cent against England ; but the quoted exchunge at New York 
being for bills at 60 days’ sight, the interest must be deducted from the above 
difference.
